It hus been trana- 
formed into a magnificent chasuble, which 
was worn for the first time last week by 
the dean at the consecration of the new 
aisle. 

Dr. Koox, Primate of Ireland, who died 
last week at his palaco in Armagh, in his 
87th year, bad worked up to the very last.

TO ATTACK THE MATABELES. 


A Doeolsive Battle Expected At Hope Foun- 
talo, Where the Zalus Are Concentrated. 


JOHANNESBURG, Noy. 1.—All the forees 
of the British South African Company, to- 

ether with the 1500 native allies under 

hief Khama, are ba upon Hope 
Fountain, where the Matabeler are concen- 
trating. Hope Fountain lies south of Bulu- 
wayo, King Lobengula’s kraal, and the 
Matabeles must make a decisive stand here 
or allow Buluwayo to be captured. 

The prolonged absence of news from the 
Matabele front causes anxiety st the 
Colonial office here in spite of the knowl- 
edge that the telegraph wires have 
been out. If the chartered company’s 
forces were successful the news could 
easily besent by native ranners to the 
nearest point to which the telograph 
wires ore intact. It is mot certain 
however, that Lobengula would be willing 
to engage ina decisive battle at Hope 
Fountain, or that he would await an attack 
on Buluwayo. If he should desert his 
kraal and retire on the Zambesi, the 
Chartered Companies’ forces would prob- 
ably retreat, as they could not remain in 
the centre ot the Matabele territory during 
the rainy season.

We copy the following from the Wood- 
stock Sentinel-Review and commoud It to 
the atttentlon of all whom !t may concern : 
For years past tho Sentinel Keview has 
been urging the farmore of Oxford distriob 
who ralse horses, to breed only the best. 
‘As wo havo so often pointed out, only high 
bred horses will now sell aba profit. Mon- 
grela will not pay for the raising of them. 
They are a poaltive loss to the farmers. 1 
would be a profit to the farmers of the 

~ Oounty of Oxford if thousands of the 
wretched aulmals which are to be seen on 
thelr farms would dle. They are nob necd- 
ed; and they aro oatlog their heada off. 
The prices at which they would soll will 
not pay fa many cases 60 per cent. of the 
cost of ralsing them, On the other hand 
those farmers who have been keeping fine 
mares and breeding them to thoroughbreds 
that have proved themselves good sires are 
making money by raising horses. 

There was an object lesson in horse 
breeding ab the sale, which Mossrs. Irving 
& Hunt had for Wm. Ohambers, of East 
Oxford, on Friday. Four colts from the 
well-known slro Aspinwall were sold. A 
yearling Lrought $145, a three-year old, 
$140, two four-year-olds $220 and $260, 
or an average of $188 75, These are very 
good prices, consideriug that the trade io 
horses fs unusually depressed just now ow- 
fog to many causes, At such prices horse 
breeding will pay. But, as Mr, Irving 
says, colts of the same age bred from or- 
dinary or mongrel sires would not have 
sold for more than $50 apiece. Soores of 
colts are being sold throughout the district 
for little more than this price, some- 

times even less, Two of these 
Asplowalls were bought by Mr, Faller, 
the owner of thelr sire, another 
wenttos Montreal man and the fourth 
was secured by Mr, Lee, of East Oxford.

JOUN THOMPSON 


Eloquent Teibutes te the Memory of the 


Dead by the Premier, Dominion Min

They had come to be present at or take 
part in tho ceremonies connected with the 
unveiling of the statue erected here to the 
memory of the late Sir John Macdonald 
and were met at the station by a large 
deputation of leading citizens, including 
all the prominent Conservatives of Hamil- 
ton and vicinity. The party was accom- 
panied from ‘Toronto by Senator Sanford, 
who, as chairman of the Memorial Com- 
mittee, has done more than anyone else to 
bring to a successful issuc the arrangements 
by which Hamilton is the first city in the 
Dominion to pay a fitting tribute to the 
momory of the dead Chieftain. 

The distinguished visitora were ciiven 
around the city during the morning, at 
noon were received by the Hamilton Law 
Aasociation in the library at the Court 
House and at | o'clock were entertained at 
lancheon in the Hamilton Club as the 
guests of the Memorial Committee, 

In honor of the occasion flags floated 
over all the principal buildings and busi- 
ness houses, but owing tothe doath of Sir 
John Abbott they were at half-mast. 
Mayor Blaioher had proclaimed a 
half-holiday, which appeared to be 
observed quite generally, and the pupils of 
the public and separate schools also enjoyed 
a half-day’s vacation. 

The weather, which in the morning was 
fine, turned cloudy, and at the hour set for 
the ceremony rain threatened. An hour 
later, when the speaking was in progress, it 
fell in torrente. 

The statue is of bronze, 8 feet 3 inches in 
height, faces west, and representa Sir John 
with his right band partially stretched out, 
as if addressing an audience. Its 
weight is 1200 pounds, and it reste on 
& pedestal of Quincy gray granite, ten 
feet high, four feet square at the base and 
three feet square at the top. On the south 
side of the pedestal are chiseled the names 
of the provinces of Quebec, New Bruns- 
wick, Manitoba and the Northwest ‘Lerri- 
tories, and on the north side Ontario, Nova 
Scotia, Prince Edward Island and British 
Columbia. The inscription on the weat 
side facing the Gore is:

For this afternoon’s ceremony a platform 
had been erected on the» south side of the 
statue, capable of seating 250 persons, and 
chairs for 500 more were placed in front ot 
this and west of the statue, part of the 
space being reserved for the band of the 
Thirtsenth Battalion, which played at in- 
tervals during the proceedings. On the 
platform, in addition to the members ot the 
memorial committee and the distinguished 


visitors mentioned above, there were 
souped many prominent citizens 
and other notable people who 


had come in on one or other of the numer- 
ous excursions, which brought large crowds 
to the city.

Everywhere, 
he said, Sir John Macdonald’s supporters 
hesitated to disregard his slightest wishes, 
not because they feared him, but 
because thoy loved him. He 
was o parliamentarian in the best sense of 
the word, and he quoted some of the strik- 
ing utterances of the great leader to show 
hisinnate nobility and patriotism. He 
could be replaced when he was no more, but 
while his services were to be had no one 
could replace him. 

Sir John closed a powerful address by a 
feeling reference to the death of Sir John 
Abbott. 

Sir Adolphe Caron paid a feeling, for- 
cible and eloquent tribute to the memory 
of the dead statesman, with whom he had 
been associated so long and so intimately. 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper, speaking as 
& young man to young men, urged the ox- 
ample of Sie John Macdonald as one that 
all should follow in patriotic devotion to 
Canada. - 

Sir Oliver Mowat, while the rain poured 
down, made kindly references lo his 
greatest opponent, who was at the same 
time his personal friend, and N. Clarke 
Wallace, in sympathy with the sufferings 
of his drenched auditors, was happily brief 
in his praise of his departed leader and his 
congratulations to Hamilton for its prompt- 
ness in honoring his memory. 

The proceedings were closed by Senator 
Sanford handing over the monument to 
Mayor Blaicher, for the citizens of Hamil- 
ton, and His Worship’s graceful acceptance 
of the gift.

Au Electric Oar Planges Into a River 


Through An Open Bridge. 


PortTLaND, Ore., Nov. 2—Portland’s 
second street railway catastrophe within a 
year occurred yesterday morning when an 
electric car from Milwaukee, an East Side 
suburb to this place, plunged through the 
open draw of the Madison-atreet bridge and 
sank in the Willamette River. There were 18 
or 20 passengers abourd when tho car started 
to cross the bridge and all but seven of 
them saved their lives by leaping from the 
car on the brink of death. 

Five corpses have been recovered from 


the riverand a man and boy are missing. 
It was about 6.45 p.m. when the car 
arrived at the bridge. A dense fog 


covered the river aud a sharp frost covered 
the rails with a coating of ice. The draw 
had just beon opened to allow the passage 
of a river steamer and the usual precaution 
of closing the gates and displaying the red 
signal lights had been taken. Owing to the 
frost, however, the car could not be stopped 
in the usual distance and crashed through 
the frail gate and info the river.

A number of prison ofticiala from Toron 
to were examined to show that Luckey did 
not leave there with the gaiters or money 
in his possession, which he bad when ar 
reated 

James Stewart gave somo now and iin 
portant testimony that will break up the 
evidence of the defence at the last trial that 
old man Luckey wore boots much smaller 
thay those taken from the prisoner and anid 
to be his father’s, 

These boota were sevens and consider- 
able cvidence was adduced last spring show- 
ing that the old man put on shoes as small 
as fours. 

To-day, however, this crown witness 
testified that a pair of slippers produced in 
court, size six, were given by the deceaged 
to the witness’ wife, saying that they were 
too small for him, as he wore sevens, 

J. A. Whiting, the old man who is re- 

orted to have said he saw Mrs. Luckey 
Filed but went to the States without tell- 
ing of it, was put in the witness box. He 

roved rather an unsatisfactory witness,and 
Face 88 years of age and very oxoitable he 
was 4 hard witness to manage. 

He said he bad when near the Luckey place 
seen a man strike a woman. Ho had a 
knife, but witness could not say whether 
he had used it or not. The woman was 
also being dragged about by the hair of the 
head. He was not very well acquainted 
with the Luckeys, but had passed the place 
often. 

All attempts to get anything out of him 
in cross-questioning failed, and he was per- 
mitted to leave the stand. 

Several witnesses testified to meeting o 
man tho night of the fire answering the 
description of the prisoner coming from that 
direction carrying a parcel. 

One witness testified to seeing Mr. Whit- 
ing in the vicinity of Luckey’s on the day 
of the tragedy. 

Ohief McGowan, who made the arrest, 
was examined and told of the footprints 
ound near Luckey’s, in which prisoner’sshoes 
itted, and several other witnesses told of 
onversations had with the prisoner whilo 
ue boarded in Smith’s Falls and after the 
arrest. 

To all of these witnesses prisoner gave as 
the reason for oalling himself Kingsley that 
he was ashamed to be known as Luckey, 
having just got out of prison. 

He admitted to several witnesses baving 
boon at his fathor’s place that day, but 
denied all knowledge of the crime, though 
he sald he eaw the fire Rud sav on a fence 
and watched it, 

George Wood, the last witness examined, 
said he saw, on the morning of tho fire,

Buluwayo Captured and Lobengula Lttor- 
ly Routed and His Warriors Cowed. 


Lonpon, Noy. 2.—A despatch from 
Cape Town says the trcops under command 
of Major Forbes and Dr. Jameson, Admin- 
iatrator of the British South African Com- 
pany, occupied Buluwayo after several 
fights, in which the Matabeles suffered 
heavily. 

The first fighting ocourred between Hope 
Fountain and Buluwayo, where the Mata- 
beles had concentrated in force. 

The Matabeles were armed principally 
with their native weapons, assegais and 
knobkerries, although some of them had 
rifles thut proved of little service to them. 
The natives fought bravely and made 
desperate attempts to get within striking 
distances of the British. The British loss 
in all the engagemente was light. 

The natives were finally forced to retreat 
followed by the Chartered Company's 
forces. 

The Matabeles Mowed Down, 

Lonpox, Noy. 2.—The Daily News 
(Liberal) protests this morning against the 
Home Government allowing Cecil Rhodes 
to settle matters with the Matabele as the 
Cape Government suggests.

Fort Victoria: All the advancing col- 
umos had a share in the skirmishing.

Fresh Impis resumed the attack on Satur- 
Major Forbes and the combined columns 
being then within a few miles of Bulawayo 
The blacks fought with the « xpected bra 
very, but in the tace of 
chine guns and the prescision of 
rifles they were never able to get 
within striking distance It was Ulundi 
on 4 amaller acale. Finally the attack 
woakoned and the Matabeles showed signs 
ofretreat, The Maxims played on thoir 
dense masses, and the whites instantly 
rushed on the wavoring warriors, Only the 
Royal Imbezi regiment attempted to stand 
ite ground Half of ite mon were shot 
down and the remainder fled back to Bulu 

wayo,

Samuel Steacy told of seeing old Mr, 
Luckey in Smith's Falls on the day of the 
fire and noticed that he had ona pair of 
gaiters. 

James McCrum of Irish Creek was an 
intimate friend of the murdered man and 
knew ho had gaiters. Ho had often noticed 
that old Mr. Luokey had a peculiar way of 
runing over the outside of his right boot, 
but not the left. The aight gaiter in court 
showed this toa great extont, but the left 
was not rub over, 

The rest of the morning was taken up 
with a history of the relations of the prison- 
er with his fathor previous to going to Con- 
tral Prison. A property dispute seven or 
eight years ago was brought up by Jobn 
James Luckey, brother of the prisoner, 
The old man had once deeded the prisoner 
hie property, but took action to get it back, 
Since that time he did not live st home. 

The defence was opened in the afternoon. 
A lot of evidence was prodvced to prove 
that old Mr, Luckey wore a smaller sized 
shoe than the gaiters produced in court 
and found on the prisoner when arrested. 
Several swore that he wore sixes, while one 
lady said he had jamped about in a No, 4 
in her presence, 

Several witnesses were called to prove 
the whereabouts of old Mr. Whiting on the 
day of the tragedy. If the witnesses for 
tho defence were correct, and the evidence 
was corroborative, it would hardly bo pos- 
sible for the old man to have beon at the 
Luckey place at the hour mentioned, 

Two or three witnesses swore to seeing 
the strange man with thered socks in the 
vicinity on the day. 

Interest centered in the evidence of the 
prisoner, who was placed on the stand by 
bis counsel under the new oriminal code, 
He told the story of his arreat at Ottawa; 
of his Kfe in the Central Prison, etc. 

He anid he smuggled $30 into the prison 
in his moath and brought out $24 of it 
in the same way, the balance being spent 
for tobacco, This accounted for the money 
found on him when arrested ot Smith’s 
Falh. 


He said he got the gaiters produced in | 


court onthe train from Toronto, a man 
having gone off and forgotten them who 
was in the seat with him. 

He gave a history of his movements from 
the time he landed at Smith’s Falls until 
his arrest, and admitted that he went out 
tothe vicinity of the old home to get a 
glimpse of his father before proceeding to 
Ottawa, but was ashamed to go into the 
house, 

He denied being where McGowan saw 
the footprints and knew nothing of the 
murder. Cross-questioning did not shake 
bis story. 

Oviln Rivette, a witness for the defence, 
who had been in prison with Luckey, gave 
evicdenoe about the tobacco deal inthe prison. 
He was arrested on leaving the box and a 
charge of perjury has been laid against 
him. Hoe swore he had not been drinking, 
and itis on this statement the charge was 
made. 

The case will likely go tothe jury to-day. 


FOUND BEHEADED.

When the great rivals first made 
their appearance they were each greet- 
ed with tumultuous cheering. Kelly 
drew the pole for Directum, and after 
two preliminary scores the pair got 
away from a splendid start. Just 17 
seconds afterwards Mascot made ao bad 
break, and when the quarter pole 
was reached a gap of two lengths was be- 
tween the two horses, but coming to the 
half mile Mascot let out a link and soon 
lapped Directum, but coming up the hill 
Directum forged 
ahead, taking a lead of four lengths, and 
when the stallion came into the home 
strotch Kelly simply urged the borse along 
and won easily by a length. 

When the word wae given for the seeond 
heat the pair were sent away on the firet 
attempt. Comiug to the first quarter 
Directum had gained a length, but coming 
to the half mile pole the gelding had lapped 
Directum, Just as soon as the horses 
had reached the hill it began to tell and 
Mascot again broke, which advantage Direc- 
tum took and drow away, gaining a lead at 
the three-quarter pole of four lengths. 
Coming up the home stretch Mascot in- 
creased his pace but could not reach the 
black horse, Directum winning by 21-2 
lengths. 

In the third heat the contest was close:

Kratabelo prisoners on the night of Oct, 23 
they were attacked by a body of Matabeles 
and fight ensued The natives 
were finally driven off. During the fight 
one of the company’s officers named Burnett 
was shot and killed. 

According to later 


a sharp 


accounta of the bat- 
tle that ocourred on Tuesday, the ate 
tacking natives numbered 5000. The 
British were fully prepared (p receive the 
enemy In the firat rush made by the 
Matabeles thoy swopt past the British 
pickots This brought them withio range 
of tho British guns and a deadly fire was 
poured into their ranks, For a moment 
the natives held their ground, and then 
broke and fled to cover in the brush. The 
British cavalry sallied forth from the laager 
and chaséd the whole force, The native 
regimenta did not atop in their flight The 
rooky ground over which they flet pre 
vented the oavalry from making an effeotiv: 
pursuit 

In thie fight 500 Matabeles wore killed or 
wounded, The company’s forces lost two 
killed, a white man anda negro, and six 
wounded, When the fight wan over the 
road was found to beclear Thelasger was 
then broken up and the troops marched 
without resistance to Lobengula’s kraal, 35 
miles distant, 

A fleoond Dofeat, 

Loxpox, Nov, .—A despatch was receiv- 
od yesterday in this city raying that part of 
Lobengula Naess were overtiken by Major 
Forbes’ column last night uesr Balawayo. 
The Matabeles turned on their pursuors, 
but were defeated with serious loss, Many 
of them were captured, 


Lobengula in a Trap. 

Care Town, Nov. 3.—Native rannere 
reaching Fort Victoria confirm the report 
that King Lobengula has beon trapped. He 
is blocked to the northward by the Teotse 
Fly country, through which it will be im- 
possible for him to drive his cattle, and to 
the southward by the Imperial troops and 
the forces of the British South Africa Com- 
pany. Lobengula’s forces are supposed to 
be in the vicinity of the Shangi and Gauli 
Rivers, 14 miles weatof Charter, Their 
capture seems probable, 

Insugeulat Oapture |, 

The ranners bring advices showing that 
on the night of Oct. 20 Major Forbes’ 
soouts reconnoitered the Insugonini kraal, 
the headquarters of the Insugonini regi 
ment, the strongest and moat efficient regi 
ment of the Matsbele army. The scouls 
found the kraal tull of Matabeles. Some of 
the scouts returned to Major Forbes and 
reported the facts to him. Major Forbes 
dispatched 100 cavalrymen and two Maxim 

uns to make an attack on the place. 
When this force arrived they found the 
kraal deserted, the natives having « been 
warned of the presence of the British by 
their scouts aid making their escape into 
the bush before the troops had time to get 
Lo the scene.

Continuation of the Preliminary Menring

JouietrE, Que, Nov. 3.—The prelimin 
ary investigation in the case of John Regin- 
ald Hooper, charged with the wilful mur- 
der of his wife by poisoning with prussic 
acid on a C,P.R. train on Sept. 18 last, was 
resumed befure Magistrate Leprohon yes- 
terday. The Ontario witnesses were ex- 
amined. Dr. Corbett of Port Hope filed 
the records of the inquest by him. 

Dr. Clark, superintendent of the Rock- 
wood Asylom, Kingston, testified that Mrs. 
Hooper had been an inmate of that institu 
tion from October, 1891, to Sept. 10, 1893. 
She had been taken away by her husband, 
who said ho was going to Europe aud was 

oing to leave her with her own people, 
Fler mental trouble took the form of delu- 
sional insanity and she never attempted to 
take her life. Her health was good during 
the whole time of her confinement in the 
asylam, 

Mrs, Cooper of Port Hope testified that 
one afternoon Hooper called on her and told 
her that he had just buried his wife, who 
had died of cancer. They had been travel- 
ing together below Quebec when his wifk 
had been taken suddenly ill, She had been

His 
statement has partioular interest, coming 
close on the opening day of Parliament 

Those oxcerpts give the essence of the 
letter: 

“Our recent declarations have 
strued into meaning that we have 
to throw Mr, Gladstone out of power 
restore Lord Salisbury. Nothing could be 
more absurd or more untrue, What we 
have decided upon is to let the present 
Government clearly understand that its ox 
istence deponds upon Irish votes and that 
tho price to be paid for these votes is strict 
adhorence to the letter and spirit of pledges 
upon the question of Home Rule 

“Mr, Gladstone is now 84 years old and 
cannot be expected to live forever, and the 
dauger we have to provide against now is 
that at the ond of four or five years’ time 
Home Rule may atill be hung up. Sir 
William. Harcourt:may be leader ot the 
Liberals, and woe may be further away trom 
the realization of our hopes than before the 
Parnell movement bogan 

‘Tt is, therefore, in our opinion, neces 
sary that Ireland should continue, in Mr. 
Gladatone’s own words, to ‘block the way.’ 
No, we cannot consent to postpone Home 
Rale for the Newcastle program, aad what- 
ever power We possess must be used to pre- 
ventany such fatal calamity ocourring. 

“What, thon, is our position? On the 
one hand we insist upon Ireland ‘blocking 
the way’ and protest against an indefinite 
hangiog up of Home Rule; on tho other 
hand, we recognize that, owing to the 
change whigh the destruction of Parnell 
brought over the position, prestige and 
Peers of our cause, Gladstone cannot, per- 

aps, afford to dissolye Parliamont without 
some doaling with British affairs. 

“We are propared for a compromise 
autumn session, Just now the commence- 
ment is to be devoted to two British bills 
of great importance—Employers’ Liability 
and Parish Councils billsa—we are willing 
to attend to support them on the condition 
of one single week being devoted betwoon 
now and the ond of th® year to passing tho 
Evicted Tenants’ bill—to restore the thou- 
sands of victims of Iandlordism to their 
homes. 

“Surely this isa moderate demand. The 
session of 1894 will commence in January, 
and we are quite content that it should be 
devoted, in the main, to British reforms, but 
upon two conditions—the bills to be dealt 
with must be billslikely to help Home Rule, 
such as the Registration bill iE widening 
and extending the franchise, and not bills 
such as the new Liquor bill, which is certain 
to divide the Liberala and lessen their 
chances at, the polls. 

“Sovondly, if we agree to support these 
British measures and to have Home Rule in 
the meantime hung up we must havea clear 
and definite understanding that the dissolu- 
tion of Parliament will not be delayed. It 
must take place at the end of 1894, or at 
the latest, when the now Registration of 
Electors law takes force. 

“On thése conditions we are content to 
help purely British measures during allnext 
year and to agree that during the year the 

ome Rule bill should not again be iutro- 
duced in the House of Commons.”

FOUND A DYNAMITE BOM3. 


An Alleged Plot To blow Up Weatiinater 
Uridge, 


Lonvon, Nov. 4,—The Globe publishes a 
story of an alleged attempt to blow up 
Weatininster Bridge. The newspaper press 
of London denied)the story, as The Globe is 
a Conservative organ, and strenuous efforts 
are being made to obtain the release ot the 
Irish political prisoners, The published 
story is to the effeot that a Watchman found 
& large dynamite cartridge weighing seven 
pounds on an abutment of the bridge. He 
took the bomb to Scotland Yard, where it 
was found to be filled with dynamite. 
There seems to be no reason for discrediting 
the watchman’s story, and the bomb is cor- 
thinly at Scotland Yard. 

Detectives were detailed to find the per- 
son or persons who placed the bomb where 
it was found, and their efforts were soon 
rewarded. Whon the dotectives found the 
owner of the bomb he readily explained all 
the circumstances in connection with it, 
He had picked it up on one of the Franco- 
Prussian battlefields a long time ago 
and kept it as a relic, although he 
was always afraid of it and desired 
to got rid of it, thinking it might some day 
explode. Last Wednesday he determined 
to throw the thing away, He carried it 
to Westminster Bridge, and when about 
half way across threw the bomb, as he eup- 
posed, into the river. Hoe apparently did 
not throw it far enough out, and in falling 
it landed on the buttréss, where its finding 
resulted in starting a mild dynamite scare,

The commandant of the civic guard and 
many officials and workmen wore badly 
injured 

The town was paralyzed by the disaster, 
and no attempt was subsequently made to 
extinguish the fire that was communicated 
to adjacent quays by flaming brands thrown 
bythe exploding dynamite, 

The streets in the vicinity of the quay 
where the explosion ocourred are filled with 
all sorta of wreckage from houses blown 
down. A number of living persons are 
under the ruins, A number of soldiers were 
out at work to-day clearing away the 
debris. The hospitals are filled with the 
injured, and the physicians are doing every- 
thing in their power to alleviate the agony 
of the terribly mutilated persons writhing 
upon the cots, 

At the time the Cabo blew up the Span- 
ish steamor Alfonse XIT. was lying along- 
side of her. The steamer was completely 
destroyed. All ber officers and 40 of her 
crew are missing and it is certain every one 
ot them was killed. 

Portions of the Cabo and Alfonse XII. 
were thrown into the middle of the town, 
carrying death and destraction with them. 

The explosion damaged many vessels in 
the harbor, The prefect and a colonel of 
iufantry are among the victims, The tele- 
graph lines were destroyed by the explo- 
sion and only one wire is working out of 
the city, It was found impossible to check 
the flames, even with outside assistance, 
and half of the city was destroyed by fire 
and explosion. The railway station has 
been burned, and so rapid was the spread 
of the flames that the trains could not be 
hauled out, They, too, were destroyed. 

It is now estimated that 300 persons were 
killed by the explosion last night. Many 
more are missing, but moat of them are be- 
lieved to have gone to the houses of friends 
after their own homes were destroyed. 
Among the dead are the prefect, the ohief 
of police and two judges. Sixty houses 
were wrecked. A train which was enter- 
ing the station when the explosion occurred 
was fired by flying picces of burning wood. 
The station began to burn a moment later. 
The station master was burned to death 
and many passengers were suffocated. 
Dozens of persons living near the bay fled 
from their burning houses and in their 
terror threw themselves into the water. 

The steamer Cabo Machicaco carried 500 
packages of dynamite, but declared only 200 
cases, which were rapidly landed after the 
fire broke out. 

Tt is officially atated that over 300 per- 
sons were killed, including 27 civio guards, 
the whole police force, except two mem- 
bers, several officials, and the majority of 
tho passengers on a railway train that had 
just Seivie The number of the injured is 
very large, and many are dying from lack 
of medical aid. Dozens are missing. 

A despatch received from Santander at 
11 o’clook says that many local officials 
wero on the quay with the governor 
whon the explosion occurred. Behind them 
stood thousands of spectators who had 
been attracted by the flames. The explo- 
sion lifted the whole structure of the 
quay into the air, Firebrands and frag- 
ments of wood andiron fell like hail on 
houses 200 yards from the water front. 
Many persons were thrown into the sea 
and drowned. The crews of the ship and 
the tugboat alongside her were blown to 
pieces. Notone whole body of a member 
of either crew has been found. 

Troopa were sent early yesterday from 
Santona, 16. miles from Santander, to pull 
down the buildings rendered unsafe by the 
explosion, and tohelp put out the fires 
which were incessantly breaking out in 
different quarters of the water front. At 
ono time it was feared that the whole city 
would be burned. 

The Governor's body was recovered Inst 
night. The Marquis of Pombo is missing 
and is believed to be among the killed. 

165 Modies Keoovored,

bodies of 165 persons killed by the dyna- 
mite explosion aboard ship Friday night 
have been recovered, ‘Che search is still in 
progress, Many persons are missing. At 
present 190 persons are under treatment for 
injucies received on Friday night.

GOODS FOR EXPORT. 


An Important Cireular Is Issued by the 
Trado and Commerce Department. 


Orrawa, Ont., Nov. 6 
of Trade and Commerce has issued a very 
important circular with reference to the 
British **Merchandise Marks Act,” which 
manufacturers and shippers to, or through 
Great Britain, of goods manufactured in 
Canada would do well to study, as it may 
pave them much delay and trouble, if not 
the actual loss of their goods. The British 
authorities are very strict in their interpre- 
tation of the act, and any infringement 
of its provisions rendera the goods 
improperly or insufficiently marked liable 
to confiscation. Thus, for instance, goods 
manufactured by John Smith of London, 
Ont., and to marked, would be held to 
have been illegally imported under a false 
trade description, and subject to forfeiture, 
whereas if marked as manufactured by John 
Smith of London, Ontario, Canada, they 
would not come within the prohibition 
Tho initial or the abbreviation usually used 
in Canada to mdioate a provinoo, as Ont., 
P.Q., or Que., or N.B,, wto., added to the

CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


Aaron Schwartzs Alleg Slayer Found 
Hiding tn a Btable, 


MonTREAL, Noy. 6,—Hallowe’en a num- 
ber of young men amused themselves by 
throwing stones at the windows of tho resi- 
dence of Aaron Schwartz, a tailor, 2 Bron- 
son-lanc, Schwartz, after being tormented 
for some time, opened his door and rushed 
out, when, itis alleged, he was struck with 
a piece of iron orstone, He fell senseless in 
the roadway and was taken to the General 
Hospital, where, after lying unconscious for 
60 hours, he died. 

Friday an inquest was opened and five 
witnesses were examined. They gave the 
detectives additional proof that the case 
was one of at least manslaughter. Deteo- 
tive O’Keofe and Sergeant Reed at last at 
midnight succeeded in arresting the young 
man who is charged with the crime.

He was 
found hiding in a stable, where it is sup- 
posed that he had been secreted by the 
stableman, Thomas Orthan. The Inatter 
was arrested on a chafgé of harboring a 
fugitive.

Surprime Orented At Wilson’s Assnilant, 
Riley, Helng Found Net Guilty. 


Wiywirza, Noy. 6.—There was a big 
surprise at the assizes Saturday A farmer 
named Wilson, from Gilford, near Barrie, 
was murdered in an alleyway for his money 
by two tough characters named Riley and 
Leblanc, 

Evidence of the police and others wont 
toshow that Riley choked the man to 
death, Leblanc standing by and dividing 
the spoils. Leblanc pleaded guilty to 
murder. 

Riley’s trial took place Saturday and tho 
jury returned a verdiot of nob guilty.

He told 
him thatshe who was Lucy Donning was 
deod. ‘The old man gazed for a moment into 
the detectivo’s face, and then dropping his 
head meditated for whole moments in 
silence. 

‘I know I was charged witb one murder, 
I did not think that I wasin for killing two, 
I did not think that Lucy Denning was dead. 
lhey told me bere that she was notalive, I 
did not believe them.” 

‘Lbis statement startled the detective. Hoe 
hod heard it recorded that Andrews, when 
charged with murder, regretted not hav ng

The wounded burglar Was dragged out of 
the house while the flre was burning and 
died while being taken to Evanston, No 
definite clue to bis identity has beeo dis 
covered and a description of bls body and 
effects adds only to the myatery. 

He was about 20 yours old, and was 
dressed in black clothes of a tne pattern 
His appenrance indicated the profesional 
manorclerk. His hands were small and 
soft, showing no marks of hard work, Ino 
one pocket wex found a neatly bound ex 
pensive copy of the New Toatament, On?a 
blauk leaf was written ‘Paul F. Logan, 382 
Fremontatreet, Louisville, Ky.," and “Fr« 
Mother to Paul.” 

Nothing else to indicate his identity could 
be found, aud a desoription even of bis com- 
rade is lacking.

Diplomats Fear That Serious Trouble 


May Yet Arise, 

Wasatncton, Nov. 7.—Diplomatse in 
Washington view with deep interest the 
progress of the trouble between Spain and 
the Riff tribes of Morocco, near Melilla, be- 
cause of the ssibilities involved im the 
affair. Senor Muruagua, the Spanish Minis- 
ter to the United States, says that the Riffs 
number about 30,000 men of fighting 
age, and they constitute a foe of no 
mean ability. The Spanish posses—- 
sionis only about four kilometres square, 
and Senor Muruagua says bis Government 
aud the Spanish forces have been careful to 
keep within the limitation of the treaty of 
1862 in their occupation of territory. But, he 
says, if it becomes necessary to extend the 
borders of the Spanish jurisdiction in order 
to maintain peace the Government will 
probably not hesitate todoso. Previous to 
the present outbreak, he says, there was 
practically no safety in Melilla outside the 
fort, 

It is the probability that Spain will deem 
it necessary to increase the ata of her pos- 
session in Morocco, which arouses the appre- 
hevsions of the representatives here of other 
European powers. They recognize the ex- 
treme precariousness of the tenure of peace 
upon Europe, and while it cannot be suid 
tbey foar the situation in Morocco will pre- 
cipitate a general conflict, they would not be 
surprised if one resulted from it. 

Speakivg of the probabilities a leading 
member of the Diplomatic Corps said yes- 
terday: “If Spainsbould begin grabbing for 
more territory the otber nations will most 
likely follow ber example. France is 
already aroused by tbe possibility of such a 
thing, and a French fleet, accompanied by 
tho Russian gunboats which bave just been 
visiting their French neighbors, ix said to 
have been ordered to the coast of Morocco, 
‘Tbe British Mediterranean Squadron is at 
Gibraltar, only a few miles away. Now, if 
Germany and Italy should conclude to send 
their sips into the neighborhood there 
would scarcely be room enough in the Medi- 
terranean for them all to move about with- 
out coming into contact. One gun fired 4nd 
no one cau foreseo the end.”

HALivax, Nov, 8.—At 9 yosterday fore- 
noon Richard Savage shot bis 38-year-old 
child dead, bis wife and then bimeslf. Tue 
woman and the man were removed to the 
Victoria General Hospital fatally wounded. 

Savage married Maggie Lapham in toils 
city five years ago, aud subsequently ro- 
moved to New York, where he was ongaged 
esa car driver, This summer Mrs. Savace 
returned to ber friends in Halifax, and told 
them that she bad been cruelly treated by 
her husband, and that sbo could not 
longer live with him, She earned bor living 
dressmaking and sowing and boped that she 
would not have been troubled any more by 
ber busband. 

Savage arrived in Halifax yesterday morn- 
ing from Boston under an assumed name, 
During the day he located his wife and in 
the evening visited her apartments, greatly 
to hor surprise. He demanded that she 
should return to New York and again live 
with bim. 

She reminded him of his previous cruelty 
and of the bell upon earth that they had 
lived while together aud emphatically re- 
fused to again live with him, 

This angered bim greatly and ho threatened 
to ki/l bor, but she would neither yield to bit 
pleadings nor threats. She warned him to 
be careful what be was about, because she 
had relatives and friends here who would 
protect her. He threateued her with death 
and left ber, 

At 9% o’olock this morning he stealth- 
ily orept up to her apartments and 
egain demanded that she should return 
with him to New York, Upon Mra 
Savage again refusing to entertain the 
idea ho drew a revolver, sent a bullet 
through the brain of his little obild, them 
fired at bis wife, sending a couple of bullets 
into her head and neok, 

Fora moment he surveyed his murderous 
work and then turned his still smoking re- 
volver upon himself, and sent a bullet orash- 
jug through his own skull under the right 
ear. His wife had fallen upon the dying 
body of her child, and the murdorer and sul- 
cide fell upon the bodies of both. 

When people on the street rushed up the 
father and mother were found still living, 
but the child was dead. 

Savage and his wife were removed to the 
hospital inthe sameambulance. The wife 
died in acouple of hours and the husband 
cannot survive. 

It is clear that Savage had resolved to 
commit this awful deed before he left Brook 
lyu, as the following ietter was found in his 
coat pocket: “If there should be money 
enough found upon my body and what may 
be realized by the sale of wy trunk and 
coptents to ensure a burial place for my boy 
I would like to have him buried in Camp 
Hill Cemetery. As for my body, if there is 
any medical college that carla to have it

Andrews and bis wife were allowed to visit 
the Sbaw-street infirmary before being 
transferred from the police station to the jail, 
and the dootor was indignant when be found 
that the correspondence he had left behind 
bad all been seized by the authorities.

Propellers Sunk in a Collision ta 
Lake Miochigas, 


Sanp Beacon, Mioch., Nov. &—The pro- 
pellers Albany, with grain, snd Phila with 
coal, two of the largest freight boate on the 
lakes, collided off Point Aux Barquos in the 
dense fog last night and both sank in 200 feet 
of water. 

Both orews got away in two small boats 
Ono reached shore at Point Aux Barques this 
moroipg, but the other has not been heard 
from. 

A later despatch says: The second boat 
swamped and went down, Twenty-four 
lives were lost, ‘ 

The life-aavera tound {t about eight miles 
from shore bottom up. Eleven bodies 
bearing life preservermwere found floating 
in the vicinity and they ware picked up 
and sent to East Tawas on the City of Con- 
cord. Nota survivor could be found, and 
it is supposed that the other occupants of 
the boats wore no _ life-preservers 
and wentto the bottom at once when it 
capsized, Nearly all tho dead and missing 
men were shipped from Buffalo. The 
coroner at East Tawas this exeolog began 
an inquest over the remains of the 1 
bodies recovered. 


MONTREAL BANK SWINDLES. 


Orofton is a Son-in-Law of the Sheriff of 
Peterberoogh, 


TononTo, Nov. 8.—Further particulars aro 
to hand respecting the arrest at New West- 
minster, B.C, and El Paso, Texas, of C, H. 
Jellettand A. F. B, Crofton, the two ex- 
employes of the Bank of Montreal, on charges 
of forging drafts on the bank. 

A few monthsago there were not two 
better known young mon among the em- 

loyes of the Peterboro banks. They moved 
in the best socieby circles and were popular. 
They both worked in the branch of the Bank 
of Montreal and were much together, Jellott 
was the first to leave the bank, One morao- 
ing he failed to put in an appearance, and it 
became known that he had cashed several 
small chques among bis friends and left 
Peterboro for Chicago. In August he 
Was seen in the Windy City out of work and 
monoy. He was nota clever youth by any 
means and the general belief is that some 
other bead planned the job, Crofton, who 
went to Peterboro from Hamilton, left 
the bank shortly afterwards and was away 
from town. He returned to Peterboro 
about Oct, 18. on which date he was mar- 
ried to the daughter of Sheriff Hall, and 
they left for Chicagoon the same day, en 
route to California, Crofton, who is -well 
known in Toronto, oan be described 
as a “sporty” young man and al- 
weve traveled a very fast pace. Betting 
and poker were no strangers to him. He 
spent money freely and entertained ao party 
of geotloniag friends at a wine supper the 
night bofore hia wedding. It is said that 
Crofton mot Jellett in Chicago,and that they 
wentout and spont the day. When they 
went out Jellett had no money 
and poor olothes When they re- 
turned at night Crofton had evidently 
fitted bim out, as be bad money and new 
clothes and left the same night for the west, 
He is believed to have proceeded direct to 
Now Wostminster. Tho fact that Jellett 
used the name of C. S. Butler when ho at- 
tempted to cash bis $5000 draft at New 
Westminster and that George Crofton also 
used the same mame proves that the two 
were Ip collusion. 

The Guarantee Company of North America 
is desirous of having Crofton return to Can- 
ada. Although the Gaurantee Company is 
not responsible for the $7000 which Crofton 
obtained in Chicago, since the swindling was 
done after he left the bank’semploy, still the 
Montreal Bank has a claim for damages 
against the company, since the blank drafte 
which were afterwards filled up aud prorent- 
@1 wore stolen while Crofton was in the om- 
ploy of the bank. They wish to recover 
Crofton in order that they may regain some 
of the stolen money. 

The peedgapt vars of the North American 
Guarantee Company is at Montreal and the 
Toronto branch has nothing to do with the 
matter. .' 

A despatch from El Paso says; ‘Crofton 
declares. he does not know why bo is wanted, 
but that be 1s willing to return without the 
formalities of extradition, His wife, who 
seems older than Crofton, and whoso beayty 
{fs onhauced by a tasteful display of din- 
monds, is also willing that they return. 
They wero to-day out driviug with the chief 
of police, who declares them most cbarming 
people.” . 

Crofton and bis wife were traveling undor 
tho names of Sam N, Seip and Maude G, 
Soip. ‘hey were first arrested at Houston, 
Texas, but secured a lawyor, who succeeded 
in making the authorities believe that it was 
@ case of mistaken identity, aod Seip and bis 
wife were permitted to dopart, They were 
subsequently re-nrrestod at El Paso,

The Britiah, 
however, wore prepared for junt such a 
move, Khama’s scouts having warned 
Major Adams of the approach of 
the enemy. Tho rear guard dash- 
ed to the defence of the wagons 
alniost ab the moment the attack was made; 
wiilo at the same time the advance guard 
turned back to aid their comrades. Mr, 
Selous was in the thickest of the fight, and 
he fell wounded while aiding in the defence 
of the wagons, After his wound was 
dressed he re-mounted his horse and 
continued fighting, 

The fire of the Matabelea wan wild, but 
the British fire told severely on the Mata- 
beles. Khama’s men sulfered most, but re- 
inforced by the troopers they drove the 
Matabeles off. The latter lost more than 
60 killed. The number of their wounded 
iw very large, Four of Khama’s men were 
killed. Gamba, o son-in-law of King 
Lobengula, commanded the Matabeles, 

Major Adams says that Lobengula is now 
between the Fort Charter column, com- 
manded by Major Forbes, and the Fort Tali 
column. The Fort Charter column consists 
of 250 mounted men with two Maxim guns, 
which are supplied with galloping carriages, 
and one seven-pounder Armstrong mountain 
gun, Commander Raafe shares in the com- 
mand of the Fort Tuli column. The Mata- 
beles retreated in the direction of Bulu- 
wayo. 

A Specie! despatch to The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette from Johannesburg says: Uaptain 
Kirby, telegraphing the news of the fight 
between the Tali column and the Matabeles, 
says that Major Adams and Commander 
Ranfe are surrounded and that reinforce- 
ments are required quickly, 

Captain Kirby also reports that disagree- 
ments have sprung up among the command- 
ers.

When the news of the outrage spread 
through the city the opera house was quick- 
ly surrounded by a great crowd of excited 
people, who gave vent to their feeling of in- 
dignation by cursing the Anarchists and 
the police, They insisted that the latter 
were to blame forthe explosion, as they 
should have known that the Anarchists are 
still uctive in the city. 

Within the past six months several 
Anarchist ontrages have been perpetrated, 
including the attempb by Pallas to kill Gen. 
Martinez Campos, for which the would-be 
assassin was shot.

MORLEY ON THE IRISH POLICY.

Lonpvon, Nov. 9.—Jobn Morley, Chief 
Secrotary for Ireland, spoke at Free Trade 
Hall in Manchester last evening. He 
made a general defence of the Govern- 
mont’s policy. The Ministers, he said, did 
notintend to send out a oast-iron plan 
for dealing with the Matabeles until they 
should receive proper information on which 
to base their policy. 

The Government would not whittle from 
Home Rule or any other bill one iota, but 
would stand shoulder to shoulder to resist 
to the uttermost the irresponsible veto of 
the non-representative chamber, Undoubt- 
edly agreat strain would be placed now 
upon the Irish members by the pressure of 
British legislation, but the Irish might rest 
assuned that it was the persevering inten- 
tion of the Liberal party to meet their de- 
mands. If there should be any playing fast 
and loose with the Home Rule question 
the Liberal party would suffera greater 
split than that of 1880.

South Afiiea Company to establish a claim 
upon or contract engagomonts rogarding 
Matabsle and, 

Mr, Labouchere also disoussed the ques- 
tion of allowing the company to continue 
he war itis now carrying on, Ho declared 
that when King rabénanis granted the con- 


cession of the territory in Mashoualand to | 


Mr. Budd, on which the British South 
Africa Company was founded, he was igno- 
rant that he thus gave the whites the right 
to dig gold anywhere iu his’ territory. 
When he learned this ho ropudiated his 
action, Tho concession, Mr. Lubouchero 
declared, was obtained by trickery and the 


| company had obtained its charter by trick- 
} , 


ery. Tho Queen had given specitic 


; promises to Lobengula, which the company 


had not fulfilled. 

Mr. Labouchere said the company had 
exhausted its capital and was only oxisting 
by the aid of temporary loaus. Its bank- 
ruptoy was inevitable. Tho war had been 
started merely for the purpose of seizing 
Matabeleland, which was said to be far 
richer in gold than the territory in Mash- 
onaland covered by the concession, 
ing itselfon the verge of bankruptcy the 
company thought it could float more stock 
and got on its feet again by soizing the rich 
gold reefs in Matabeleland. Ho did not 
approveof Lobengua’s method of govern- 
ment, but to him Lobengula seemed to be 
far tho most respectable porson connected 
with Mashonaland or Matabeleland, 

Mr, Gladstone answered Mr, Labouchere’s 
attack upon the Chartered Company’s con- 
duct towards the Matabeles, The Minis- 
ters did not attempt, he said, to dissoci- 
ate themselves from the responsibilities 
of the Matabele war. They recog: 
nized that although the South Afri- 
can Chartered Company had ao serious 
responsibility in the war events were occur- 
ring during the progress of the conflict in 
which the Government must have the chief 
interest. Whether tho company was right 
or wrong was exceedingly difficult to deter- 
mine. He wished that his honorable friend 
(Labouchere) had exercised more self-re- 
straint in the use of strong language inas- 
much as with the facts now at hand it was 
impossiblo to pass final judgment upon the 
company’s course, 

The immedinte cause .of tho war, it was 
alleged, was the ‘company’s demand that 
King Lobengula cease raiding the Mashon- 
as, Moreover the company had called 
upon Lobengula to withdraw his demand 
that a number of Mashonas be handed over 
to him. The company believed that Loben- 
gals meant to put these Mashonas to 

eath, Iv would have been a crime against 
humanity if British authorities had not re- 
fused Lobenguelas demand. According to 
these statements the Britisd authorities 
wore justified in regarding Lobenguela’s 
course as sufficient provocation for hostili- 
ties. 
IN THE LORDS. 
Dospatch Read That the Matabeles 

Had Asked for Protection,

Loxpon, Novy. 10,—In the House of Lords 
tho Marquis of Ripon, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, read the latest tele- 
graphic despatch from Sic Honry Loch, 
Governor of Cape Colony and High Com- 
missioner in South Africa, dated to-day, and 
& despatch from Major Goold Adams, 
chief commander of the Fort Tuli 
column, dated Noy. 6. Theso despatches 
showed that tho Matabeles had sent 
delegates to the British asking for protec- 
tion. Thecolumnfrom tho cast was in 
possession of Buluwayo. King Lobengula 
had fled towards the Gwai River, which 
lies to the northwestward of Buluwayo. 
Chief Gumbo who, according to some re- 
ports was killed in the battle proceding the 
capture of Buluwayo, is said by Sir Henry 
Loch to be alive and fleeing with his Impi 
with Lobengula, 


THE LORD MAYOR'S BANQUET. 


Specohes by Campbell Bannerman, Earl 
Spencer and the Earl of Kimberley, 


Lonpon, Noy. 10.—The Lord Mayor's ban- 
quot at the Guildhall last evening was at- 
tended by 2000 guests, Lord Herscholl, 
the Earl of Kimberley, H. Campbell-Ban- 
nerman, Earl Spencer and A. J. Mundella 
ropresonted the Cabinet. 

As Viret Lord of tho Admiralty Karl 
Spencer spoke mostly of naval affairs. 
Numerous attacks had been made recently, 
he said, upon tho administration of the 
navy. He wished to say that the Govern- 
ment was pledged to maintain andstrength- 
en the navy to tho point where it would be 
fit to defend not only tho British Islands, 
but the whole Empire. (Cheers. } 

Campbell Bannerman, secretary of State 
for War, answored tho toast to the 
army. Hoesaid: “The army is no longer 
the refuge of tho dissolute and destitute. 
Itis now being filled in an increasing 
degree with highly educated, thoroughly 
disciplined and well-behaved men Poin 
whom the country may expect some- 
thing better than the blind  obedi- 
ence of the hunfan machine. [Cheers.) 
Requiring and receiving such men, the 
Government must do all in their power to 
extend to thom certain privileges. I am 
alnd to say this is being done, The British 
army is now the best service in the world 
for tho comfort of the men. [Cheors.] 

The Earl of Kimborloy, secretary of 
stato for India, responded to the toast of 
the ministers. There were undoubtedly 
many present he said who would bo glad to 
seo the present cabinot tottering to fall. 
In tho absence of his colleagues, notably 
Mr. Glndatone (choors and hisses) and 
Lord Roseberry (cheers) ho might assuro all 
presont that despite the constant increase of 
the armies of Europe, the relations of Kng- 
land to the powers wero thoroughly har- 
monious, Still the condition of Europe 
was tho cause of constant anxioty On the 
other hand England's relations to the 

United States did not give the 
slightest ground for uneasiness, Those 
relations fad been signalized lately ns 
for evor pon eable by the aettlomont of a 
dispute without the arbitrament of a war. 
(Cheers.] There was no greater 
than the great American republic, which 
had with Great Britain submitted to the 
tribunal of arbitration in Paris, (Cheors.)

command of Gombo, Lobengula’s son-in- 
Jaw, during which engagement Gomnbo is 
reported to have been killed. ‘The dead 
lay in swaths. The Matabeles fought with 
dosperate fury, but they found it impossi 
ble to stand up against the machine guns 
which Inid the dead in swaths upon the 
fiold. It was not until 2000 of the Mata- 
beles were killed that the remaining nhum- 
ber of the Impis retreated and allowed thelr 
king's capital to fall into the hands of the 
British. 

This is the severest blow yet dealt to the 
Mataboles, and it is believed Lobengula 
will now treat for peace. 

[be British loss was five men killed. 
Many of the horses of the troopers were 
shot beneath their riders. 

After Buluwayo was captured the place 
was set on fire and burned to the ground. 
The magaziny, containing the greater part 
of Lobengula’s ammunition, was blown up. 

It is reported some of the Matabeles’ in- 
dunas, orgommanders, committed suicide 
after the fight at Shanganani, being imé 
polled thereto by the cowardice shown’ by 
their men in the attack on tle Laager, 

Tho chiefs along the routeto Buluwayo 
sent present# of cattlo and mealies to Dr, 
Jameson, administrator of the British 
South Africa Company, who, with the Vic- 
toria aud Salisbury columns, was marching 
on Lobengula’s kraal whon the Tati cap- 
tured it. Two powerful chiefs beyond the 
border haye joined Chief Khama in aiding 
the forces of the Chartered Company. 

Despatches from Dr, Jameson have been 
received at Fort Victorin. They confirin 
the report that Buluwayo, Lobengula’s 
capitol, was captured by the forces 
of the Chartered Company. The 
columus which took the town were 
commanded by Dr. Jameson and Major 
Forbes. They had _ several skirmishes 
with the Muatabele before the critical battle. 
When about 10 miles from Buluwayo on 
Noy. 1 they were harrassed constantly by 
Lobengulo’s warriors. Several attempts 
Were mado to surround the columns, 

At noon Dr- Jameson and Major Forbes 
decided to give battle and formed their 
troops in o lages, The Matabeles, 7000 
strong, accepted the challonge. They at- 
tacked turiously, bat were held a safe 
distance by the maxim guns. The fight 
lasted on bour, during which the Mata- 
beles kept up asteady, but ineffective rifle 
fire. They Red in disorder, Mounted men 
Were sent sn pursuit, but soon were re- 
called, as thoy were unable to do much 
execution. 

Tho Mataboles left 1000 dead and wound- 
ed on the field, The forces of the charter- 
ed company lost tlireo killed and soven 
wounded, all by rifle shots, During the 
same afternoon the columns advanced some 
distance towards Buluwoyo and then went 
into lauger. The night passed quietly. 
Early in the morning of November 2 the 
columns resumed the march with great 
caution, but no Matabeles appear- 
ed, Bulawayo was found empty, but 
for a few old people and the white traders 
Fairbairn and Ushor, who were supposed 
to liave been killed by the Matabeles. The 
traders said they had beon woll treated. 

Baluwayo had been abandoned a week

ultimatum, troops will be sent to hunt 
Lobengula and his men until they shall be 
captured.

INDIA VERGING ON REVOLUTION. 


Natives On the Afghan Frontier Restless 
—Attempts to Burn Government Stores, 


Carourta, Nov. 10,—It is the opinion of 
certain of the foreign residents of India that 
the mative population is wing more 
than ordinarily restive onder British rule. 
Itcan be said that close students of the 
Indian character profess to believe that it 
would take only a small spark to kindle a 
fire of revolution that would be far-reach- 
ing in its consequences, 

There recently occurred in Peshawur, 
eapital of the district of the samenamein the 
Punjaub, a sories of alloged incendiary fires 
that resulted in o great loss of military 
stores. Poshawur is on the Afghan frontier 
and is an important astrategio point, being, 
aside from its military importance, 
the northwest terminus of the Indian rail- 
way system. Rumors are current that at- 
tempts were made at Rawaulpinde, another 
important point, to eet fire to the govern- 
ment stores. 

The Civiland Military Gazette ot Lahere, 
commenting uponthese facteandroports, de- 
elares it is unwilling tobolieve that they are 
ominous, but at the same time it questions 
whothor thoro may not be sparks from the 
volcano upon the orust of which British rule 
in India is based. The paper instances the 
riots in India growing out of the cow ques- 
tion, the increase of crimes of violence 
throughout the country, the spreadin 
broadcast of ineendiary pamphlets an 
other signs of unrest, and says the situation 
needs caroful watching.

After partaking of lunch utthe Welling 
ton Hotel the Comptrollera’ repaired to 
the Town Hall, where a numerous audience 
awaited thom 

Comptroller Wallace opened the meeting 
with a few introductory remarks, stating 
that during last session the Government 
had exprossed thoir intention of consulting 
the farmere as to thair views on tariff reform, 
and that he and his colleague, Mr. Wood, 
wore here to receive any suggestions the 
farmers of Simcoe had to make, looking to 
such revision of the tariffaa would benefit 
the country asa whole, He invited all to 
come forward and state their ideas freely, 
and all suggestions made would recoive moat 
serious consideration, 

Some 5 or 80 reeves, deputy reeves, 
Patrons of Industry and reprosentative 
farmera were then heard. The main 
grievances wore the duty on coal oil, binder 
twine, barbed wire for fencing and agricul. 
tural implements. 

On coal oil much surprise was mani- 
fosted by the witnesses on being 
shown. newspapers from various parts 
of the country containing advertise- 
monta offering best Canadian oil at 10 and 
12centsaa gallon retail. At Alexandria, 
Ont., it is now selling at 10 conts—at Elm- 
vale, 16 miles from Barrie, four gallons 
wero sold for 50 cents. At Barrie the price 
was 15 centsa gallon, At Petrolia the oil 
sold in tanks for 62 cents per gallon, and in 
London it was being retailed at 10 cents. 
Many of the witnesses acknowledged the 
fault lay not with the Government, bub 
with the middleman and retailer, 

One witness who kepta tore and sold 
oil declared that even with the dutytaken 
entirely off Yankee oil it could not be sold 
except at a slight advance over the present 
price of best Canadian. In many 
places best Canadino oil was 
sold as American at enhanced price. 
Oil sold at 9 cents per wine gallon in tho 
States was equivalent to about 11 or 12 
conte per imperial gallon and then the duty 
and seller's profit would have to be added. 

On binder twine the general impression 
was things were fairly satisfactory and it 
could be bouzhs by our farmers for less 
than it was sold in the U.S.; twine that 
sold here for 10} cents per Ib, cost 12 and 
124 in U.S 

Barbed wire was an article required much 
by farmers and the duty should be re- 
moved. 

{t was generally admitted by all the 
witnesses that agricultural implements were 
cheaper in Canada than in U.S. Binders 
sell here for $105 hy Mercer of Alliston, and 
for $100 by Wilson of Orangevile, whereus 
the lowest figure on tho other side is $120 
and $135. 

All the witnesses were opposed to direct 
taxation and admitted that the present 
system of raising the revenue was the beat 
and fairest for all classes, 

Many of the farmers stated their entire 
satisfaction with the present tariff, and 
were not slow to admit tho advantages 
derived from the National Policy. ‘Lhe 
duties on oats, wheat and other grains, 
which in 1877 were imported to the extent 
of some eleven or twelve millious of dollars, 
had cut down our importation of those 
cerenls toabout a million last year, and 
their place had been taken by the products 
of Canadien farmers. | 

Much difference of opinion existed as to | 
the duty on corn, some wanting it removed, | 
while others were for keeping it un—feeders 
of stock mostly favoring the latter, while | 
growers of grain were opposed to ir. 


Generally speaking the farmers were in 
favor of retaining duties upon pork and 
were opposed to re-imposition of duties up- | 
on sugar, Altogether the moecting was a| 
highly satisfactory one, and brought out 
many points of interest. The comptrollers, 
who expreesed themselves as much pleased 
with the meeting, returned to Toronto 
this evening and leave for Chatham to- 
morrow, Where they hold another confer- 
ence with the farmers of Lambton and 
West Kenton Saturday, November 1], at 
10 o'clock.

(The London, England, Grocer, ) 

‘From a complete Investigation of the 
cost of lsying down butter ond cheese In 
London, the Natlonal Dairy Assoclation of 
Now Zealand has come to the concluslon 
tha tho export trado must die out unless 
freights are reduced, Allowing two and a 
half gallons of milk at 3$4 a gallon to a 
pound of batter, each pound costs 84d, and 
the cosb of making and packing is put 
ab 14d, while the expenses of freezing aud 
shipplag amount to 1gd, thus bringing the 
total expensea up toll}d a pound.

AN UPRISING IN CUBA. 
Revolutionists Give Battle to the Troops 
of the Government, 


New York, Nov. 11.—A special to The 
Herald from Key West says: News 
brought by steamer from Havana last 
night hus cheered the hearts of tho Cuban 
revyolutionists here, whodeclare that their 
cause has received a fresh impetus. Lhe 
present movement in Cubais evidently ao 
outgrowth of plans hatched by the leaders 
here, who have been since the last fiasco 
endeavoring to incite another insurrection, 
Ono of the emissarics recently sent to Ouba 
returned last night. He reports that an 
uprising took place on Saturday night in 
the jurisdiction of Cienfuegos, Province of 
Santa Clara. 

About 25 men under the peedereytp of 
Gen. Esquierre raised the cry, ‘Cuba 
Libre,” near the town ot Las Cruces, whvre 
they bad an engagomont with the civil 
guards. Tho reyolutionists took possession 
of the guardhouse, capturing more thane 
hundred stand of arms, They then pro- 
cured horses and proceeded to the town of 
Placetes, being reinforced by several bun- 
dred men. 

Several engagements have taken place be- 
tween tho insurgents and the Government 
troops, anda number of men have been 
killed on both sides. 2 

Hivana papers received here confirm the 
story of the outbreak, and whilo attaching 
little importance to the uprising show that 
the authorities are taking active measures 
to suppress it by concentrating all their 
availablo forces in that locality. 

Communication was seriously interrupted 
by the insurgonts cutting all telograph and 
telophone wires, but it has boon restored,

and brought news that 50 Tomichi Indians 
on Wednesday sacked that town. 

They are ono of the scattered bands of 
Indians who survived tho horrible massacre 
in the engagement with Diaz's soldiers last 
May and have since been roaming in the 
mountains, 

In the raid on Polomas they fired on the 
custom house guards, numbering 13, kill- 
ing one of them, and then rifled the custom 
house, carrying away 25 carbines and pis- 
tols, 800 rounds of ammunition and $300 in 
money. They appropriated provisions and 
other supplies from tho stores. 

One of the marauding band was killed in 
theengagement. After the raid they coolly 
camped iv the town until prepared to leave, 
and distributed circulars, crying: “Down 
with Diaz, Viva la Republica!” The Gov- 
ernment has ordered out troops.

HIS HEART RENT IN TWAIN. 


A Toledo Man Dies from Brooding Over 
Fils Son's Miadoeds, 
Torepo, U., Nov. 13.—Senter 8.

Batre CREEK, Mich., Nov. 13.—An in- 
quiry was received yesterday from an 
attorney in New York City asking if there 
was any evidence tending to show whether 
Mr. or Mra. Charles S, Saxe died first in 
the recent Grand Trunk wreck. If it could 
be proved that the husband died first the 
wife's relatives would inherit the property, 
and in case the wife died first the husband’s 
heirs would inherit. 

_In this case both are supposed to have 
died instantly and simultaneously, and the 
question isan interesting one from a legal 
Point of view. Ordinarily the law holds 
that, where thore is no evidence to the con- 
trary, itis supposed that the wite, being 
the weaker person, would expire first. But 
where the death was instantaneous in each 
case, the question isa curious one and 
probably will not be satisfactorily settled 
without a legal contest. 

Tt now turns out that the man who claim- 
ed tobe John Dawaon, and identified the 
body of George Dawson, as that of his bro- 
ther, of Essex, England, is afraud. He 
scoured $180 and two watches with the 
body.

TILBURY’S REEVE ARRESTED. 


Obarged With Embezziing $500 From a 


Farmer, 


Titpury Centre, Nov 13.—Reeve Welsh, 
one of the best known men in Western On- 
tario and who has for years carried on a 
large produce trade with farmers at Stoney 
Point, left for home 10 daysago. He was 
finally located in Detroit, aud last night 
was arrested on a charge of embezzling $500 
from William Tetreault. His arrest will 
cause considerable surprise among those 
who knew him, as he has been prominent in 
publio affairs, Mr. Welsh was roleased. 
on bail. Mr. Welsh says that the charge is 
entirely false, and he will institute a suit 
for damages against Tetreault.

$2000. Welsh, as the agent fora loan 
company, arranged the loan and peu 
Tetreault $1500, the balance being held by 
Peltier until some preliminaries could be 
arranged.

Buxton, the Under Secretary for the 
Colonies, himselfa Radical and a lover of 


peace, stood handsomely to his guns. It 
was well understood in the House and by 
the whole Gladstonian party that ‘‘the 


Old Man,” as he is affectionately called by 
his supporters, was in no mood jo be trifled 
with. He was not expected to speak, but 
he rose suddenly und spoke briefly but 
with extraordinary firmness and dig- 
nity. Nothing is so offensive to your true 
Radical as the Imperial note or an Imperial 
attitude. “The Old Man,” says the chief 
Radical organ, ‘‘balanced to and froin the 
adroiteat of egg-dances,” Clearly he did not 
intend the leadership of the party to be 
taken out of his hands by the political 
guerilla whombe still refers to as his honor- 
able friend the member for Northampton; 
nor was it, nor willit be. If there is to be 
a Radical cave, that is one thing.

Sinoe the by law did oot pormlt other 
sewers to ontor the Bridgo St. sewer, Mayor 
Wallbridge thought thad such a proviston 
should be laoserted. 

Ald. O'Flynn, who hss taken an ao lve 
interes) fo tho by-law, explained that the 
Council! was dealing only with the petition 
of Bridge Street people, and If othor atreots 
wanted sewers, led them approach the City 
and the Provinolal Board of Healih in the 
samo way. Thero was no objection to hive 
the sewer fn question form o part of a gen- 
oral system. 

Olause elght of the by law provided — 
‘that the oosts lucurred for and in connec- 
tlon with atreo! Intersections, culverts, and 
worka necessary for streot surface drainage, 
and thao perd done or made opposite real 
property which by any general or special 
Ac} Is exept from special or local assesz- 
ment (if any), be pald py the sald manliolpal 
corporation of the asid clty of Belleville.” 

Ald. Doyle moved in amendment to this 
clause that no expenses be assumed or paid 
by the city to connection with the con- 
struction of ih Bridgo st. sewer other 
than its share of tho exponre of frontage 
across euch stroeis as are mor.!/oned in the 
by-law. 

City Solicitor Hendercon explained that 
the statute provided for such exprnzor, 
and was ln effsot the by-law Ilself, The 
amendment would not make the Interests 
of the olty any moro secure. 

After some discussion the clause was 
carried, Ald. Doyle withdrawing the 
amendment, 

Tho by-law provided that Alan Maoloug-

Orrawa, Noy. 15.—The long-delayed 
1nd much-postponed trial of Hon, Thomas 
MeGreevy and Nicholas K. Connolly for 
col apiracy opened before Judge Rose in the 
sdjourned session of the Assize Court 
promptly at 10 yesterday morning and 
Waiiiy! ontinued until 6.30, with an adjourn. 
ment ofan hour for luncheon, when the 
court adjourned until 9.30 to-morrow morn- 
ing, when the case. will be resumed and 
continue from day to day until completed, 

lo-day’s proceedings were rather tame 


and uneventful, The colrt room was not 


as crowded as had been expected; indeed, | 


aftee a jury had been eompanelled and the 
jurymen who were not needed dismissed, 
few persons remained in the court room ex- 
cept the lawyers engaged in the case, of 
whom there are no less than nine, a dozen 
or so reporters, & few of the witnesses sum- 
moned and a small sprinkling of spectators. 

It took three-quarters of an hour to geta 
jury, the whole pauel being firat run over, 
aud then the jurymen re-named for ob- 
jections to be taken if so desired. ‘There 
were 23 challenges, six by the Crown, eight 
Ly counsel for Mr. Connolly, and nine by 
counsel for Mr. MeGreevy. The jury os 
finally sworn in was os follows: W. H, 
Bradshaw, Ottawa East; George Beament, 
Marlboro; George McDiniel, Huntley; 
Thoiwnss J. James, Northgower; John Mo- 
Carten; Alex McCallum, Osgoode; Robert 
Bowell, jn, Huntley; Johnston Scallen, 
Marlboro; Daniel Rutherford, Osgoode; 
Johu Montgomery, Huntley; John Storey, 
Fitzroy. 

Tho counsel enaged in the case are J. K. 
Korr, Q. C., representing the Attoruey- 
General of Ontario; B. B. Oster, Q. C., D. 
O'Connor, @. C., ond W. D, Hogg, QC., 
for the Dominion Government; A. B. Ayles- 
worth, Q. C., G. W. Kidd for Thomas 
McGreevy; S. H. Blake, Q.C., Z. A. Lash, 
Q.0., and J. A. Gemmill for N. K. Con- ; 
nolly, This makes a total of five Toronto 
and four Ottawa lawyers, 

At 11,10 o'clock Mr, B, B, Osler com- 
menced his address to the jury and spoke , 
up to recess at 1 o'clock, giving a succiont 
summary of thecnse, to which the jury 
listencd with a patience and attention | 
which is seldom given to counsel in so long 
and intricate an address, The jury is com- | 
posed almost entirely of young men, that is 
mien under 40, and ore all from the County 
of Carleton, being seemingly mostly | 
farmers, with two or three storekeopers. : 

In his address Mr, Osler briefly ran over 
some of the well-known points in this well- 
known caso, which hardly require repetition 
fo newspaper readers, as they have been 
given very fully, not only at the time of 
tho Tarteo.McGreevy investigation before a 
committee of the House of Commons iu 1891, } 
but when tho various attempts at trials have 
been nade since January, 1892, Hefex- ; 
plained how Thomas McGreevy was a mem- } 
ber of the Quebec Harbor Commissioners 


‘avd also of the Dominion House of Com- 


mons; how as such he had great personal 
influence not only with the harbor commis- , 
sioners bat with the Dominion Govern- 
moat, and charged that he had entered into 
& conspiracy with “Nicholas K. Connolly 
and others bor the manipulation of certein 
contracts between the harbor commissioners 
tnd the firm of Larkin, Connolly & Co, 
and the Domivion Government so that much 
larger suns had been paid on these con- 
tracte than thecontractors werejustly entitl- | 
ed to and from which overpayments he and 
his fellow-conspirators had made large sums 
of money for their personal benefit, The 
contracts given to Larkin, Connolly & Co, 
in connection with the Quebec Harbor 
works, he stated, amounted to $3,128,000, 
on which there way a profit of $953,976, 
which bad been divided as follows: Robert 
H. McGreevy, $187,800; N. K. Connolly, 
$148,000; Michael Connolly, $125,000; 
Owen FE. Murphy, $167,000, and P. Larkin, 
$106,000, Thomos McGreevy also secured , 
from his brother, Robert H., in one in- 
stance $58,000 as his” share of the profits 
made by Larkin, Connolly & Co. Besides 
this the members of the firm also received 
in salaries over $50,000 a year, There was 
a'sOa sum of $170,000 asa reward for the 
contracts which, was made up of items for 
Which the firm got no commercial value. 

Again there was an amount of $119,000, 
consisting of disbursements, which it was 
impossible for any firm to pay if they con- 
ducted their business honestly. Among 
the irregular expenditures were notes, eto., 
sod altered entries in the firm’s books 
amounting to $219,000, These items were 
all paid out to Thomas McGreevy and other 
friends for election purposes from time 
to tine. ‘Now, gentlemen of the 
jury,” suid Mr, Osler, ‘‘you are 
asked to say whether this does not 
aggravate instead of lessen the offence, 
‘This isa still more serious matter for you 
to consider. If aman puts public money 
ito his own pocket it is bad enough, but 
when he usea money for the purpose of 
influencing the votes of men at election 
tines he commits the most serious offence 
Ggainst the good government of ao com- 
munity that is possible for him to do.” Mr, 
Osler read extracts from four let- 
ters by Thomas McGreevy  regurd- 
ing the procuring of unnecessary 
extra grants on the works. Hoe asked how 
far this was in his duty as harbor commis- 
sioner or member of Parliament in making 
such suggestions as would influence the 
Clovernment to pay out more money, 

When the tenders for the work were 
finally made up @ secret meeting, at which 
the defendants and Robert McGreevy were 
present, was held, At this meeting Thomas 
McGreevy, by means of his position 

the Board of Harbor Commis- 
sioners, opened the tenders and prooured 
for his own information and that of his 
friends what should have boen kept a pro- 
found secret. Mr, Osler also showed how, 
through the influence of Thomas McGreevy, 
the contractors on the work wero allowed 
to pat in such material as would give them 
« greater profit on the work, 

“How could any person honestly coin- 
pete with such men?’ said Mr, Osler. 

Alter recoss Mr, Oaler took up the case 
‘gainst N. K. Connolly and held that if a 
charge of covspiracy was found against 
Thomas McGreevy the samo must be found 
sgainat N. K. Connolly, as both were 
plicated in the transactions which the 
Crown contend as a conspiracy.

WAR BY ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Moors Alarmed Wy the Search Light—

Drake intended to take the 7,30 train on the 
Niokel Plato for Knox, Ind., tho onatern 
terminus of tho Illinois, which point be bas 
been In the habit of working, to Streator, 
TL, with his pay car, It had been the cus- 
tom of the compavy to pay ite employes ta 
cheque altogetbor, payable to bearer, at 
banks on the line, and aftor wards a change 
was made to cash. 

The custom of paying ovly io cash has 
boon in rogue about two mouths and this 
fact must have been well known to the rob- 
bors. They were also familiar with the 
treasurer's movements at tho time he started 
out of Chicago on his pay trips, 

He drew the amount of the pay roll from 
the Ilnois Trost and Savings Bank yoster~ 
day morning and made up the $21,000 io 
envelopes for distribution to each 
employe. These envelopes wore placed 
in the eafe for the night and 
nothing was disturbed when Mr. Drake 
eame to the office a little before 7 o'olook.

DREAD RETURN TO SIBERIA. 


Where Blood Freezes Un the Ground and 
Looks Like Red Toe, 


San Francisco, Nov. 16.—The 10 arrested 
Russian convicts who escaped from Siberia 
and were brought bere by two whaling 
vessels issued an appeal to the ‘Dear 
United States people,” in which they detail 
what would become of them if they were re- 
turned to Siberia. They say they will “be 
starved, loaded with chains and Jasbed until 
rivers of blood run on the ground.

Rather 
than go back to Russia we would stay in 
your jails.

Cassolle’ Publishing House Damaged—The

Co."s corset factory, 48 and 49 Old Bailey, 
EC, It spread rapidly to the shop of the 
Crown Perfumery Company, and thence to 
Lockhart’s cocoa Fooms and Blackie & Co.'s 
pullishing office, Before the firemen could 
get well to work several other buildiugs bad 
caught fire,and the rear of Cassels’ pub- 
lishing house was in flames.

EMIN PASHA’'S MURDERER SHOT. 


‘oaptured by Belginus Iota Battle on the 
Congo and Put to Death, 


Brusseits, Nov. 17,—Mail despatches 
from the Congo Free State have brought 
details of Capt. Dhania® victories over 
the Arabs at Nyangwe aud Kasongo some 
months ago. The Arabs had entrenched 
themselves along the Congo and outnum- 
bered the Belgians 20tol. Nevertheless 
after a bloody fight the Belgians carried the 
Arab positions. Many Arabs were killed 
and wounded and 8000 were taken prison- 
ers. The fugitive Arabs tried to cross the 
Lualaba River, some distance southeast of 
Nyangwe. Hundreds were drowned and 
the rest scattered in all directions. Letters 
found upon prisonors showed that the Arabs 
had planned to expel the Europeans from 
the whole Congo region. 

Further north on the Congo Captain 
Pouthier, after capturing Kibundu, half 
way between Stanley Falls and Riba Riba, 
diove Rachid and Kibon with their men for 
three dave across the country, The Euro- 
peans made thousands of prisoners and 
scized 1200 rifles. “Among tho prisoners 
were 25 Arab chiefs. One of them, Abibo 
Ben, suid he killed Emin Pasha in October, 
1892, in the northeastern part of the Congo 
Free State. The murderer was court-mar- 
ualed aud shot soon after being identified. 

The story of Emin Pasha’s death was re- 
ported last September, and is confirmed 
again by the despatches received yesterday. 
The only survivors of the massacre were 
the Zanzibarite, Asinia, Emin’s mistress, 
aud their child Monsona. The Arabs 
spared the boy in the expectation that if 
endowed with his father’s brains and 
evergy he might be trainedto be a great 
leader. Allof Emin’s latest papera were 
received and were Sdelivered to King 
Leopold.

without suspicion and placed an infernal | 
machine in a room in the house oocupied | 


by tho orderlies. At midnight the ocen- 
pants of the house and every one in the 
Vicinity were aroused by a terrific ex- 
a that shook the houses to their 
oundations, Everybody rushed into the 
streets to ascertain the cause of the explo- 
sion, and the stroots near the division head- 
uarters wore soon filled with an excited 
throng of people, many of whom were 
only partly dreased. 

After the excitement had subsided some- 
what the police made an investigation. It 
was found the explosion had made a breach 
in the walla and that a large quantity of 
debris had been hurled through the guards- 
room. Though the orderlies were in bed 
at the timo none of them were injured. Tho 
windows of all the houses in the vicinity 
Wero smashed, 

A ladies’ school adjacent to the head- 
quarters sustained the most damage, The 
scene after the explosion was most exciting. 
Allthe inmates of the school had retired 
and when the explosion ocourred they wero 
thrown intoa state bordering on frenzy, 
Many of thom went into byterics and medi- 
cal ussistance was required to restore them 
to their senses, 

One of the sentry boxes close to where the 
bomb had been placed was blown to picces. 
Two men have been found who say they 
saw tho man who committed the outrage 
sitting on the steps at the principal entrance 
to the building a short time before the ex- 
plosion ocourred, Experts have examined 
the contents of the bomb found in the corri- 
dor. They say it contained gunpowder 
mixed with asort of chlorate. The explos- 
ive was contained ina large meatcan. A 
number of arrests have been made. Among 
the prisoners is an Italian Anarchist named 
Carlo. It is reported that an hour before 
tho explosion occurred he predicted a great 
calamity would happen in Marseilles 
shortly. 

It is reported that a considerable quan- 
tity of explosives was found in an Anarch- 
ist’s dwelling this evening. Among the 40 
men who have been arrested are 12 Italians. 
Tho police of the entire Grench Riviera are 
out on an Anarchist hunt. 

An Italian hairdresser named Rolli was 
arrnated thie afternoon in Nieo, Heic known 
to be a realous Anarchist and is suspected 
keenly of having been concerned in the bomb 
browns at the Barcelona Opera House. A 
Spaniard calling himself Robo was arrested 
to-day at St, Laurent de Corda, near the 
Spanish frontler. He confessed that Robo 
Was anassumed name and that he came 
from Barcelona. He said that his object in 
coming to France was to escape miitary 
service in the Melilla campaign. The last 
arrest reported is that of a clerk in an insur- 
ance dffice, He is only 18 years old, but is 
known as o fire-eating Anarchist. The 
police believe that he knows who caused 
the explosion.

from their employ. 

May held that moat responsible office for 
upward of 20 years, and his signature upon 
Bank of England notes has made his name 
familiar throughout the civilized world. 
His duties were not confined to signing 
notes, however, for under his direction was 
transacted all the ordinary loan business of 
the bank. 

To an editorial article eee his re- 
tirement The Chronicle, without distinctly 
eonnecting him with the exposure, points 
out that the Industrial and General Trust, 
the affairs of which aro now under excited 
investigation by ita shareholders, boasted in 
March last of a net revenue of over £116,- 
000, out of which dividends were paid. 
Yot last month it admitted a loas of nearly 

£1,000,000 through the depreciation of ae- 
ourities. 

The Bank Held £100,000 Trost Shares 

The Chronicle also notes that one of its 
directors was Mr, Coleman of Coleman 
& May, stock brokers, and that 
Mr. May of the firm is the son of the ro- 
tiring cashier of the Bank of England. 
This frm, it would appear, bas sold out 
£100,000 in shares oh the trust before 
tho recent exposure came, and at one time 
the Bank of England itself hold in pawn 
nearly £300,000 in trust shares, but has 
singe reduced the amount. City magnates 
who held large blocks of shares in trust 
had also sold out betore the collapse. 

When tho officials of the Bank of Eng- 
land were interrogated as to all this, they 
would only say that an official of that os- 
tablishment is at liberty to retire at the 
“fe of 60 and over. May is now 61 yoars

May Retired Without a Pension, 

Lonpon, Nov. 17.—Chief Cashier May 
retired because his resignation was demand- 

ed, and he retired without a pension be- 
cause he has involved the bank in a heavy 
loss. 

The cashier was entrusted with almost 
absolute power in making investments. 

The directors questioned the soundness of 
his jadgnient, which was subjecting the bank 
to annual loss. 

After a further investigation of the nature 
of May's investments the Bank of England 
directors decided to retire him peremptori- 
ly and refused to pension him, It secins 
thet this officer's son was chairman, or lead- 
ing director, of some of the so-called truat 
companies, of which so many have gone to 
the wall in the last 12 months, revealing a 
lamentable state of financial unsoundness. 

In tho companies in which his son was 
asid to be interested the cashier of the 
Bank ot’England invested large sums of 
the bank’s money by virtue of the disore- 
tionary power entrusted to him. The col- 
lapse of the companies swamped tho invest- 
ments of the Bank of England. 

The amount is not yet definitely known, 
but it is stated to be not less than $),000,- 

000, aud it may probably be $2,000,000 or 
$3,000,000. One of my informants, whose 
word is an authority in this city, says he 
believes the Bank of England has lost sev- 
eral hundred thousand pounds, 

Tho cashier has been summarily removed, 
but the bank probably bas no means of 
proceeding against him because there is no 
indication of dishonesty on his part, but 
only of exceeding his powers. 

atthe revelations will come about in 
a curious way, for the cashier being dis- 
charged has not a penny to his name, and 
his creditors are about to prosecute 
him in the Bankruptcy Court, where a full 
investigation will be demanded. Applioa- 
tion to bankruptoy will be made this week 
The papers are already drawn up. 

The marvel is that the Bank of England 
ermits this, for the result must show how 
allible ite administration is, and public 

confidence, will be seriously disturbed. 
Financial men cannot understand why the 
bank allowed matters to come to the verge 
of this dangorous disclosure. Of course no- 
body imagines that the Bank of England 
could be seriously affected, in a monetary 

int of view, by arfy loss in which an un- 

ortunate official may have involved ir. 
The bank is strong enough to withstand 
many.such losses, 
Least said Sooneat Mended. 

Lonpox, Nov. 17.—The Times yeater- 
day in its financial article concerning ru- 
mors of irregularities in the management of 
the Bank of England says: “Pro ably we 
have hoard tho last of the rumors in London, 
but as likely as not the uneasiness will 
remain in places remote from here, Still, 
we think the bank would do well 
to make known how small compara- 
tively is the basis on which the reports 
rested. The majority of city men is of our 
opinion, but the minority nolding that the 
least said the soonest mended, is a respect- 
able one. The minority has an argueable 

caso, its chief argument being that 
a declaration from the bank would be 
® precedent by which the bank would be 
bound whenever rumors of losses should 
arise. This is fallacious, First, it would 
not be a sure precedent, as other institu- 
tions have not found it aso; secondly, the 
ah case is a peouliar ono and could not 
areal precedent for announcements of 
trivial matters,” 
The Standard says: The meeting of the 
bank directors yesterday was rathor pro- 
tracted, As the story went they discussed 
whether the resignations of two directors 
should be accepted. The names were even 
mentioned, though entirely without official 
authority, Whatever the intentions ofany 
members may have been, it is certain that 
none actually resigned. It would be-un- 
seomly, even pernicious, if any did so at 
this juncture,

POETIC IMMORTALITY. 


THE AUTHORSHIP OF SHAKSPEARKE'S | 
WORKS DECIDED BY A JURY OF | 
LITERATY, 

A Few Keflections on Voets in Gonoral| 

and So-Called Pootio Immortality—The 
Arguments in the Case of Baoon wa 
Shakespeare Stated—The Evanescence 
of Pootio Fame—Natural sod Profes. 
sional Poots, 

To the Editor of the Intelligencer, | 

Sm,—For some months past the Arena 
has devoted a portion of Ita space to the 
consideration of the qavation, ** Who wrote 
Shokepooro’s playot’ Tho disousston fe 
pub in the form of an action at law, in 
whloh Francla Bacon ts reprosonted as tho 
plalntlff, and William Shakepoare as the 
dofondant in oulb for the ownership of sald 
plays. Tho arguments of the self-viected 
oounael for tho several parties are seb forth 
at length,and the caee is iinally referred to a 
jury of twenty five of well known Iltoratl, 
who have deliversd their separate verdicts 
seriatim et literatim, with the followlng re- 
sult: Twenty out of tho twenty five have 
recorded their vordiob in favor of the do- 
fondant, Shakapeere, though one of them 
views him as merely tho amanuonais of 
somo opiritual belug who dilotated the 
words, snd used the hand of Shakepoare as 
the mechanlioal Instrument for thelr trana- 
mirslon. Two suppose a jolnd authorship; 
two decline to givo an opinion, and 
one decides In favor of Bacon; so that for 
the present, at losst, wo may accept 
Shakopears himavif as tho veritable unthor 
of the dramas which have so long borne 
his name 

A bucoind) slatement of (he argumonta 
which the advocates of elchor claimant sop- 
port thoir respective ploag, Logether with a 
fow reflectlous on poete lu general aud ac- 
ealled pootlo immortality, may perhaps be 
acceptable to some of your readors, 

Tho Baconites base their o!alm upon the 
assumption that it fs impossible for an un- 
educated man, such as Shakepearo on- 
doubtedly wae, to produce works eyinolng 
so intimate an acqualotance wibh the hia- 
tory, tho traditions und cvoen tho languages 
of Greece and Rome, so thorough a knowl- 
edgo of the Intrloacles of law, the events of 
history, the conclusions of philosophy, the 
discoveries of science and the manners of 
courte. These characteristics, thoy claim, 
show thao the author of the plays tu ques- 
tlon must have been an elegant scholar, a 
profound jurist, a master in sclence,an able 
litterateur, and to crown the whole, one 
familar with the avages of polite socioty, 
and the otiquotte of courte, all of which 
qualificatlons were andoubtedly possessed 
by Bacon. 

To this the Shaksporlan advocates reply 
that the plays glve no evidence of euch 
deep learning as ts claimed for them by the 
plalotiff's advocates, bat only such an ac 
quaintance with theso subjects as might be 
acquired by any one gifced with an ecute 
intellect, # ready momory und » vivid 
imagipation from the popular literature of 
the time, which consisted largely of tales 
from the classics, of romantic legends and 
ballads, of stories grave and gay from 
forelga sourcee, such as the Decameron of 
Boccaclo, and of portions of history, espec- 
folly such sa celebrated the military 
schlevemento of our soverelgns and their 
armies, Thad such thomes as these became 
deeply evgralned tn the popular mind, and 
in the absence of booke, which were too 
scarce and too ovstly for general use, their 
recital had become a prominent 
featare in family and festive meetings, 
while they afforded to such a mind as that 
of Shakespeare a source from which to draw 
the ground-work of those magnificent 
creations which command the admiration 
of all ranka and eanditlona of mankind, 
from the prince to the peasant, 

Another argument ts that Bacon could 
scarcely havo the Intimate knowledge of 
stage bus!ness and stage effect which 
Shakspeare, as a professfonal actor, would 
naturally possess and which {fs shown in the 
“directions” to all of the plays. 

In conclusion, the advocates of Shak- 
speare, while they freely concede to his 
rival the qaalifications which bis supporters 
assign to him, polot triumphantly to 
the utter absence of pootio genius display- 
ed in his avowed attempts at voralfication 
and insist that the constitution of his mind 
was essentially prosalo, and that however 
well he might be qualified for the role of 
the historian, the jurist or the philosopher, 
he had nob a opark of that native fire 
which constitutes the first and Jast quallfi- 
cation of the POET’; the inborn genius 
which distinguishes the mind of ita pooses- 
sor from that cf the milllons, and that 
therefore whoover wrote the plays fo ques- 
tlon, 16 was nob, and could not be Franols 
Bacon; and that as there is no other com- 
petitor In tho field, thelr authorship must 
be assigned, wholly and unreservedly, to 
William Shakspeare. 

In exemplifioation of the uncertain and 
evaneecent nature of poetic fame, we may 
Instance na few of the more prominent 
authors from the classic ages to the present 
tlme. Homer and Virgil owe much of 
their lasclog popularity to the languages In 
which they wrote, which have been adopted 
and established as tho basla of our *thigher 
education.” Dante and Petrarch are sus- + 
talned by the influence of the eubjects, 
love and religlon, which form tho ground- 
work of thelr worke, ss well as by tho 
beauty of their vers\fication, A 

The vocabulary of Chaucer, ‘*bhe father 
of English poetry,” ts so antiquated as to 
be understood with difficulty by the ordin- 
ary reader of the present day, and all at- 
tempts ab modernization have only resulted 
{n wilting the freshness and weakening the 
vigor of his texb. 

Milton owes the high estimation fn which 
his name {s held less to hia poetry, grand 
as that ucquestlonably fe, than to his 
theology, which has tinctured the currcnt 
of reilgious thought throughout the Pro 
teatand world for two centuries, and has 
not even yeb lost all ita Influence. Popo is 
better known aos tho translator of Homer 
then as the sathor of the Essay on Man, 
or tho Rape of the Lock; and thousands 
have read Dryden's Virgil, who never 
turned a page of his Abitophel. 

Barns’ memory and his poems are kept 
alive by the Intenso spirit of patriotism 
which pervades evory prodacb of his pen, 
and which fs admirably described by him- 
se)f while relating the first breaking of the 
divine Nght of poesy upon his youthful 
mind : 

“E’on then » wish 1 mind its power, 

Arose within my breast, 
That I, for poor auld Scotland's sake, 
Some useful plan or book could make, 
Or aiog a sang at least.” 

And the songa that he sang abil thrill in 
the hearta of his follow countrymen, and 
will continae to find a responalye echo In 
the broast of evory true Scottish man, #0 
long an Scotland retains her share of the 
earth’s surfooo, or hor sons a name among 
the nations, Tho coarsenoss which distig- 
ures a portion of bia works belongs to the 
time In which he lived, and the social ofrolo 
in whioh he moved; bub the broad, genial 
humor, the sparkling and inolalye wit, and

IS MELLO WEAKENING 


Foreign Naval Commanders Decide That 
Munitions of War Must Not Be 
Landed at Rio, 


Wastixatox, Nov, 18.—A cipher tele 
gram received by the Navy Department last 
eveningtrom Captain Picking, under to- 
day’s date, from Rio Janeiro, is looked upon 
as significant, and possibly inilieating a 
weakoning of the strength of the insurgent 
fleet under Adiniral Mello. The translation 
of the despatch is as follows; 

“Navy representatives of cight nations, 
including our nation, have decided not to 

ormit.mupitions of war to bo landed at 
Rio, Santos being still in possession of the 
Brazilian Government and connected with 
Rio Janeiro by poner Munitions of war 
for Rio Janeiro can be landed at Santos. 
Yesterday insurgents dressed ship. The 
Brazilian Government forts fired a national 
salute in hovorof the anniversary of the 
establishment of the republic.” 

The only interpretations to be put upon 
this despatch is that the naval representa: 
tives at Rio have decided that there shall 
be no interference with commurce and have 
formally notified the insurgent admiral that 
they will preventit. The restriction thus 
impoacd as to the landing of munitions of 
war treats both sides alike, but the advan: 
tage is with the existing govern- 
ment by reason of its connection 
with Santos. It is probable that 
when El Cid and her consorts arrive a naval 
battle will take place and that the foreign 
warships, now at Rio, will permit the on- 
gagement to go on ao long as commerce and 
the city are not molested, Should Mello be 
able to organize an effective land force and 
attack the city in that way the conditions 
would be materially changed, but that 
contingency does not at present appear 
likely.

Among the fatal disasters aolroady re 
ported ia the foundering of th: British 
steamer Boileau, a veanel of 1840 tons, be 
longing to Cardif. She hada orew of 21 
persons. The captain and 16 of the crew 
are believed to have been lost, Four men 
have been saved, The steamer is believed 
to have been sunk off Lundy Isle 

The British barque Lowostoft was w recked 
in the Tyne this morning. The crew was 
saved by the life-saving crew and the const 
quardamen. 

The coasting vessel! Jaue Douglass is 
ashore at Holyhead. Hor crew was taken 
off by a life-saving crow. 

Many minor onsualtics havo boon re- 
ported, 

There was an exciting scene at Liverpool 
upon the arrival there at noon to-day of 
the steamer Black Rock from Dablin. The 
steamer sis one of the regular Dublio 
packets, The passongers state that they 
never passed sich a night in their lives. 
Shortly after the steamer left Dublin ashe 
got the full fary of the gale. She had a 
large number of cattle on board, and the 
veasel wildly pitched ond rolled. Some 
of them were thrown off their feet and 
had thoir legs broken or were otherwise in 
jured, 

Tho storm continued to incroasein sever 
ity, and finally the steamer waa thrown 
down on her beam ends. Tho freight on 
board shifted, and this prevented the yeasel 
from righting. The cattle wero piled ina 
struggling, bellowing inass'against tho lee 
bulwarks and the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed among the passengers. Tho efforts 
of the crew were directed Lo shifting cargo 
and getting the vessel ov anevenu keel, 
Finally the steamer came up sufficiently to 
allow of her engines again being uscd to 
advance and then proceeded on her voyage, 
She hada yery bad list, however, when she 
came into port, and it was scarcely pos- 
siblo to stand upright on her deck. 

Whon the cattle were put on tho landing 
stage it was found that nearly all were more 
or less injured. One hundred and sixty of 
them were so badly hurt that it was neces- 
sary to kill them at once. 

Some of the passengers were almost ex- 
hausted by the dangers they passed and by 
the physical exertions they had been com- 
pellet to make to save themselves from 
being injured, Thoy are high in their praise 
of the manner in which the little packet 
was handled, by her officers and crew. 

At do'’clock this afternoon tho gale con- 
tinued with little ifany sign of abatement, 

The fishing smack Ruth Bolton was upset 
by a heavy sea off T'ynemouth this after- 
noon and four occupants were drowned. 


PRINCE ALEXANDER DEAD. 
He Led the Bulgarians to Victory tu the 
War With Servia. 


Vienxa, Nov, 18.—Prince Alexander of 
Battenburg, formerly Prince of Balgaria, 
whose illness was announced yesterday, 
died at noom yeaterday at)Graiz. ; 


Alexander Joseph, Prince of Battenburg, 
Count of Hertenau, was the seeond son of 
Prince Alexander of Hesse. Howas born 
April 5, 1857. He ‘attended the military 
school at Dresden and subsequently entered 
the Dragoons of the Guard of the Grand 
Duke of Hesse. 

He took part in the Russ-Turkish war of 
1877-78, and was present at the siego os 
Plevna with General Gourko. After thif 
campaign he entered the Royal Guard of 
Prussia. 

When Bulgaria was made an horeditary 
poaeaney under the treaty of Berlin 

rince Alexander, who was supported by 
Russia, was elected Prince by the Assembly 
ot Notables of ‘Tirnova on April 29, 1879. 
The election was confirmed by the Sultan 
of Tarkey. On July 13, 1879, Prince 
Alexander assumed the reigns of govern- 
ment. 

In 1885 war was declared against Bulgaria 
by Servia aud a Servian army marched into 
Bulgaria. They were met at Slivnitza by 
& Bulgarian army under the personal com- 
mand of Prince Alexander, and were routéd. 
Austria intervened inthe dispute and an 
armistioe was declared. 

On Aug. 21, 1886, Prince Alexander was 
deposed by a conspiracy of high state offi- 
cials who were said to have been instigaged 
by Russia. He was sent from the country 
and subsequently took up his residence in 
Austria. Later he married a German 
actross and assumed the name of Count of 
Hartenau, 


AUSTRALIAL BANKERS PROSECUTED. 





The Charge Against Them Is Submittiog 
® False LBalnnce Sheet to the 
Stockholders, 


Me.sourne, Noy. 18.—NSir 
Davis, the chairman; Mr. Millidge, tho 
manager, and Mr, Muntz, director of tho 
Mercantile Bank of Australia, which failed 
in 1891, have been committed for trial on 
the charge of submitting a false balance 
sheet to the stockholders, 

The bank was incorporated in Molbourne 
on June 27, 1877, with a nominal « apital of 
£100,000. The head office was at Mol- 
bourne, with five branches, and a London 
office at 39 Lombard-stroet. The bank car- 
ried on a purely Australian business until 
November, 1888, when the London office was 
opened. The total subscribed capital was 
£977,500, the paid up oapital being £400,- 
000, of which £309,000 is upon the 
Australian register and £91,000 upon the 
London register. Dividends were paid 
from 1881 to 1887 at the rate of 8 per cent. 
per annum; from 1888 to 1891 ut 10 per 
cent. per annum, and forthe year onding 
February, 1892, a dividend ot 8 per cent, perc 
anoum was declared. On Deo. 4, 189], the 
bank failed, with liabilities to the unse- 
cured creditors of £1,030,305 and osti- 
mated assets of £56,904 

The failure grow out of the stoppage of 
the many building societies fn Australia, 
but Inter the official receiver in London 
said there were many matters in which the 
manegement of the bank by the Australian 
directors should be the subject of a vory 
searching enquiry

Minera Agree to Go to Work on Monday 
at the Old Wager 


Lonpon, Nov. 18.—At the close of the | 
miners’ conference, presided over by Lord 
Rosebery, it was announced that it wan set- 
tled by the conforence that the miners 
should resume work at the old wages on 
Monday.

The police believe that he is 
connected with some secret society that is 
plotting to start arebellion against the 
authorities, It is not believed that he is 
an Anarchist, 


Italy WIL Co-Operate With Spain, 
MAprip, Nov. 18.—The Italian Govern- 
ment has intimated that it is ready to co- 
operate with Spain in measures against the 
Anarchists. 


Steel Raila for the 0. P, BR. 

Lonpon, Nov. 18,—It has been learned 
that 150,000 tons of steel rails bave been 
shipped to British Columbia via Cape Horn, 
on which eight insurance risks have been 
placed, These are for the British Columbia 
Pacific Railway, which is to run via the 
Yellowhead Pass and in which Chicago 
capitalists are concerned. 


The fpanish Foros at Melilla, 
Maprip, Nov. 18. — Yesterday 1500 
more troops arrived at Melilla from 
Malaga, making tho force 13,000 in 
garrison, There was no fighting yesterday. 
Fourteen vessels, warships and merohant- 
men, lay in the burbor. 


Prociaimed EKmperer of Brazil 

Mapnrip, Nov. 18.—Senor Norel, Spanish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has received 
from Brazil a telegram that Admiral Mello 
has proclaimed Count D Kus’ eldest son 
Emperor of Brazil. This son is Prince 
Rierre D’Aloantara Louis Phillippe. He 
was born at Peteropolis, near Rio Janeiro, 
on Oct. 15, 1875. His mother is the 
present Countess D' Eu and Princess Isabella 
of Braganaza, duughtor of the late Dom 
Pedro. 


The Bank Will Lose $100,000,

Germany Excludes Uebrow Immigrants, 

Beri, Nov. 18.—The Reichstag met at 
12.30 o’clock Friday and the Conservatives 
introduced a bill providing that hereafter 
Jews who are not German subjects shall not 
bo admitted into Germany.

Alliance upon Italian rondered 
ssary fresh project for kooping 
the Italian exchequer clear of baukruptoy 
If, in addition to the great sacrifices Ltaly 
has made for the purposea of her army, it 
were now deemed to make still 
turther sacrifices to strongthen her navy on 
a large scale one could well understand that 
some Italian statesmen would prefer to 
make peace with their enemy by withdrawing 
from the responsibilities entailed by the 
Triple Alliance. 

In this it is important to 
notice how urgent has become the demand 
ofthe English press for 
British navy. The conatruction scheme of 
the late Government, under the Naval Do 
fonce Act, which involved some twenty 
millions ste cling expenditure, terminates 
next March, The progeam accomplished 
under this measure has been of evormous 
advantage to Great Britain. France and 
Russia were riot slow to answer the chal- 
lenge which Lord Salisbury’s Government 
threw down, Soon after the Peujdeh in- 
cident opened theeyes of Englishmen, includ- 
ing Mr. Gladstone, to the antrustworthiness 
of Russian promises. To-day, when France 
and Russia have combined their fleets and 
shown the world that their united strength 
excels that of Great Britain, great pressure 
has been brought upon Mr, Gladstone, even 
by many Radical supporters, to reatore the 
old rule of the admiralvy and make the 
English fleet equal to that of any two other 
continental powers. Such an undertaking 
will involve an annual expenditure for 
several years to come of six millions sterliny. 
Lord Spencer's language at the Cutlers’ 
feast almost encourages the hope that the 
Gladstonian ministry have made up their 
minds to risk at least a very great outlay. 

Unfortunately when in Opposition the 
present Governnfent denounced the method 
of spending money under tho Naval Defence 
Act, and advocated that each year’s naval 
expenditure should bo met out of each 
year'sincome. It might be no difficult 
matter to change their views on such ao 
subject now that they are in office, but it js 
decidedly embarrassing that thereis a falling 
off of revenue,and that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer is aman without the slightest 
sympathy for the service. 

fhe public uncasiness at the present mo- 
ment is emphasized by circumstances better 
known to the Ministry than to the ordin- 
ory man in the street, In truth, few per- 
sons were aware of the absolute gravity of 
English relations with Vrauce during the 
past three weeks until Lord Rosebery 
almost went out of his way at the Elgin 
banquet 
culties and anxieties which had arisen with 
Franco and Russia relating to Indian fron- 
tier questions. What haa happened re- 
specting the Pamirs, to which the Foreign 
Secretary seems to refer, wo know nothing, 
excepting that the remarkable success of 
Mr. Durand’s Afghan mission has caused no 
small irritation in the Asiatic Department 
at St. Petersburg. As to France, however, 
a good deal of information is our- 
rent at Whitehall, though the Lon. 
dou newspapers have remarkably 
reticent on the subject. It was a distinct 
success on the part of Lord Rosebery to 
secure a promise from M, Develle that in 
settling atfairs with Siam oa buffer state 
should be created between the French and 
British spheres. France is now ac oking to 
evade that undertaking, 

The strain was 80 grave last week that 
tho negotiations between Lord Dufferin 
and M. Develle were suspended until the 
former could take the opinion of his chief 
The subject was made a Cabinet question 
last Monday and Lord Dafferin has since re- 
turned to Paris.

Verdict Against the Grand Trunk For Loss 
ofa Hasband. 


MonTREAL, Nov. 20.—Hon. Mr. Justice 
Jette delivered judgment Saturday in 
the case of Roach v. the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way. Tho plaintiff is the widow of Roach, 
killed whilst attending tothe semaphore 
at Wellington-strect. A train was snowed 
up and a despatch was sent from Montreal to 
Lachine ordering an engine to come to the 
help of the one that was snowed up. There 
are two tracks trom Montreal to Lachine 
and trains going from the west towards the 
east go by the southern road. The em- 
ployes know this run, A snowstorm was 
raging all day, and the engineer swore he 
saw Woods 300 yards away, and he said 
that ho was running on the wrong track 
because he received ao despatch to 
assist a locomotive, Roach knew nothing 
of this despatch.

It is remarked by the Hamilton Times 
that places like Ottawa, Gananoque, Na- 
panee, Belloyille, Trenton, Port Hope, 
Brantford, Gaolph, Paris and London, that 
are located on river banks, would havea 
gread advantage over thelr rivals, {ff the 
supply of water were as large and steady 
now as {twas when the firat mills wore 
erected and the village foundations laid. 
Thero is a townin Montana called Grost 
Falls which appears fairly entitled 
to the distinctlon of being called the 
Electric Olty. At Black Eagle Falls, 
three miles above the town, an 
{mmense dam has been thrown across the 
Missourl, and hydraullo works and power 
houses erected. Not only are the street 
cars propelled and lighted by electrlolty 
from the power houses, but they are heated 
as woll by electric radiators placed In each 
car. Elevators, printing presses, cranes, 
and all kinds of machinery are operated by 
the ubiquitous force, There are automa- 
tlo excavators, electric pumps and electric 
rock-crashers.

At Dandee a pilot cuttor was wrecked in 
the Tay, and the crew clung to the wreck 
for seven hours before they were rescued by 
a lifeboat, in a much exhausted condition, 
The steamer Union was wreckod near Dun- 
dee, and four of her orew were drowned. In 
addition there were many minor shipping 
casualtios, 

A despatch from Frazerburgh says that 
the storm eclipsed in severity that of the 
night ot the Tay Bridge disaster, The Duke 
of York, who was shooting with a distin- 
guished party in the neighborhood of Lynn, 
was obliged to give up his sport on account 
of the storm. 

At Huddersfield a chimney fell, killing 
two people. 

A large steamor foundered pear the rocky 
headland called Garron at Sand End, near 
Banff. The shore is strewn with wreckage 
and it is learned that the crow, numbering 
about 25 hands, was lost with the vessel. 

The mail boat from Dublin to Holyhead 
to-day was five hours late in making the 
passage.

The Yorkshire coast is strown thick with 
wreckage. Near Whitby threo vessels went 
ashore in the night and were going to pieces 
at noon. The crews were saved, 

The excursion steamers Fern and Swan. 
which were at anchor in Windermere Lake, 
County of Cumberland, when the storm 
began, were torn loose before daylight and 
both went to the bottom. 

Of Winterton, County of Norfolk, a 
schooner foundered shortly betore noon 
and five of the crew were drowned. 

Trawlers, fishing smacks and small crafts 
of other sorts have gen reported by the 
score as missing trom Cvery important point 
onthe coast. The loss of life has been 
great, but no estimate of the drowned is 
possible, as communication with many 
parts of the coast bas been cut off. 

Despatches from Havre say that 
the Normandy coast has been 
scourged more severely than before 
in years. Many fishermen are known 
to have been lost and dozens are missing. 
The service of channel steamers has been 
suspended, 

At soveral points on the coost the ther- 
mometer has failen rapidly, and the high 
winds have piled up enormous snowdrilts, 

Two soldiers were found to-day frozen to

The British steamship Hanipshire, 1593 
tons, went down this morning off Gurnard’s 
Head, on the Cornish coast.

Mr, Gilbert Parker, Author of “Plerre and 
{| His People," in Montreal, 

The author of ** Plerre and His People,” 
‘* Parables of a Province,” and ** The Ohlef 
Factor,” Is at the Windsor Hotel, Montreal. 
Mr, Gilbert Parker Is one of the few writers 
of fictlon known to fame who have placed 
the scones of thelr romances in Oanada ex- 
olustyely. Mr, Parker has written as a Oa- 
nadian to the mandér born. His types are 
from the real unexaggerated life of the ‘*Cz- 
nuck,” He has studied Canada, and Cana- 
dian life, not from books and maps, but on 
the ground.

INCREASING 


THuE 


Wrecks and Loses of Life Meported From 


Many Hritieh Seaport Townes 


Abandoned in Snowidriftts Towne 
Damaged On the Coast of the Neother- 


lands and Prussia, 


Lonpox, Noy. 21.—A despatch from Mil 
ford confirma the report of the ateamer Kal- 
larney’s captain, that it was the National 
Line stoamship Helvetia which he tried to 
take in tow 10 miles from Milford on Satur- 
day. The Helvetin’s signals of distress were 
answered eventually by tho Government 
tug Storm Cook, which took her in tow and 
brought her to Milford Haven, There she 
now lies at anchor with her 500 ateerago 
passengors aboard, 

Chie! Officer Swanston of the 
Hampshire, which went down off Gurnard 
Head, told this story of the last part of the 
vessel's voyage: ‘Wo ran before the gale for 
30 hours. ‘Then as we saw the leak was 
gaining we lowered two boats and put away 
irom the ship. The captain comimanded 
one and I commanded the other. The cap- 
tain’s boat was swamped and all hands went 
uoder, My boat began filling and we had 
to jump overboard, I saw nothing more of 
the others. I was thrown ashore bruised, 
half stunned aud with three riba broken, I 
managed, however, to climb the cliffs and 
pot help.” 

A crowd gathered at the dooka in Liver- 
pool Saturday night to await the steamship 
Lucapia, but she did notarrive until Sunday 
morning. The last passenger left her at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. Several of them 
were disabled. ‘Tho Lucania was towed 
into the Mersey, which 1 full of wreckage.

The British steamor Sagamore, which 
sailed from Boston on Novy, 7, is in the 
Morsey. She is badly battered. Her 


officers say that many of her cattle died or 
had to be killed during the storm. 

The vessel reported to have been wrecked 
off Land End, Banffshire, on Friday night 
was probably the steamer Moray. She had 
a crew of 15, allof whoim are supposed to 
have been lost, 

A 40-ton crane, used in completing the 
harbor at Lynomouth, was blown down on 
Saturday nightand the harbor works were 
damaged to the extent of £10,000. 

A spar bearing the name Moray has come 
ashore at Land End, Banffshire. This is 
taken to confirm the report that the steam- 
er Moray was loat off ti at place during the 
gale of Friday night. There is now scarce- 
ly a doubt that her entire crew of 15 per- 
sons were drowned, 

The Electro has foundered in the North 
Sea nedr Heligoland. Her passengers and 
crew were saved, 

Eight fishing smacks from Hastings are 
missing, and it is feared that they were not 
able to ride out the storm, 

Tho 4.45 express train from London for 
Cambridge was snowed in yesterday morn- 
ing near Royston. One hundred men 
worked all day in digging out the train. 
Soow plows had gone out in advance of the 
train, and they, too, were imbedded in the 
drifts, Towards night the track was suffi- 
ciently clear for thé train to proceed. All 
went well until Harston was reached, where 
the trein stuck again. The passengers 
then abandoned it. 

Mrs, Eyre, a locat carrier of Smalley, 
was found dead in the snow yesterday on 
the road to Derby, to which place she had 
started to walk Saturday. 

Many smacks are missing from Yar- 
mouth. 

The ship Samuel Landann has foundered 
in Lynn Channel. Five of her crew were 
drowned, 

The British steamer River Garry has 
gone down off Dunbar, av the mouth of the 
Firth of Forth, It is feared that all on 
hoard were drowned. Ono body has been 
washed ashore. . 

There was some abatement yosterday 


in the great storm that swept ovor 
these islands. The lull was very brief, 
and then the gale was renowed with 


seomingly increased fury. Vessels are ar- 
riving hourly at Dover, ond many of 
them report natrow escapes from wrecks. 
Many steamers have reached Dover with 
their smokestacks gone. The channol 
steamer from Calais due at Dover last uight 
had not arrived at 11 o'clock this morning. 

A heavy snowfall is reported in some 
parts of the country, A train left Saffron- 
Walden, in Essex, at 8 o'clock this morning 
bound for Haverhill. It got stuck in the 
suow at Bartlow, and finding it impossible 
to proceed returned to Suaffron-Walden, 
The snow lies in dritts 12 feet deep on the 
railroads. 

Two large vessels aro ashore at Dun- 
geness, on the English Channel. A three- 
masted vessel is ashorein the Dover Roads. 

A despatch from Hythe, on the English 
Channel, 11 miles southwest of Dover, states 
& three-masted vessel foundered off that 
place to-day. A part of the crow took to 
the amall boats, but before they had got far 
from the vessel the boats were swamped 
and all in them were drowned. Nine men 
could be seen for hours clinging to the 
upper rigging, with water sweeping over 
them. Thereis soarcely a chance that a 
single man in the rigging’will get ashore 
alive. 


Kiel Inundated, 

Kret, Prussia, Nov, 21.—A great north- 
east storm is raging ovor the Baltic Sea and 
much damage afloat and ashore is boing 
done. The gale has caused an oxtraordin- 
ary high tide and the streets in the vicinity 
of the harbor are inundated, An explosion 
occurred to-day ona lighter loaded with 
petroleum that was lying pear the Bara- 
bossa bridge.

Orrawa, Noy. 21.—The Department of 


Justice has received the report of Justice 
Rose on the Luckey murder trial. There 
Are some points in the report ot the trial 
which the department will be asked to 
consider and which may yet lead to the 
convicted man escaping the gallows, 

The first point is that, with the exception 
of the evidence of the prisoner himself, the 
testimony on which he was convicted was 
the same as that on which he was previ- 
ously discharged. “In the first place he was 
tried for the murder of his father and the 
jury acquitted him. In this seoond in- 
stance he was tried for the murder of his 
sister on practically the same evidence and 
found guilty. 

The Minister of Justice will be asked to 
consider whether the clemency of the crown 
should not be extended on account of his 
being twice tried for what was practically 
the one offence on the same evidence. 

There is anothcr feature of the case 
which the Minister will enquire into, and 
that is the homicidal tendencies of the 
prisoner, Itis just probable then that a 
commission may be appointed to enquire 
into the condition of his mind. If these 
points have any weight with the depart- 
ment, then the death sentence will be 
changed to imprisonment for life,

Soon after there was muoh activity in police 
circles and ina few minutesa number of 
olticers in plain clothes were hidden at 
different pointe in the square, while 
Detective La Fontaine, Sergeant Souliere, 
Acting Sergt. Suthergill and Constable 
Knuckle were on watch in Notre Dame- 
street, There were three carters on the 
stand at this time and the police ordered 
them off to give the would-be dynamitersa 
chance if they came. 

Sore enough they came sbout midnight, 
wearing heavy overcoats. They passed the 
hidden officers and the monument and then 
came back, taking up their position in front 
of the Silver Dollar Saloon, where, as they 
were holding a conversation, part of which 
was overheard by officers (but what it was 
they would not say), they were pounced 
upon,

Pelland’s pocket what he supposed

inches in diameter. It is also said 
that oa pair of pinchers for cutting 
the fuse to the desired length 


was found on one of the prisoners, who 
were then taken to the Central station. 

At the station they were warned not to 
say anything that could be used as evidence 
against them, but only laughed and did not 
seem to take the affair seriously. They 
were then placed in cells until their appear- 
ance before the police magistrate. 

In the Police Court when the cartridge 
was brought in there was an amusing scene, 
The judge only wanted one look at it, 
while the crowd who were looking on 


kept clear of Detective La Fontaine 
while he was carrying it out of the 
room, It has since been ascertained that 


the cartridge was manufactured by the 
Hamilton Powder Company, but how it 
was secured it the officers knuw they re- 
fused to state when the matter came up ia 
the Police Court to-day, They all pleaded 
not guilty, and then at the request of Mr. 
J. O, Peiland and Lomer Gouin, their coun- 
sel, they were admitted to bail in the sum 


of $1600 each, pending the opening 
of the enquete on Thursday week. 
The bondsmen for Henri Mercier 
were G. Langlois of La Patrie and

This was defendant's contract for 
the work to be done—defendant’s contract 
was to welgh In the milk and roglater it In 
the milk book and the only welghts he was 
entitled to use were the legal weights. I 
think that tho word “‘dealing” may cover 
what was to be done by the defendant—it 
Was not a bargaining or a sale bub it was a 
contract and deallng by which deft. con- 
tracted to recelye and welgh In the milk 
and manufacture it, and although the same 
thing might be effected by measurement, yet 
{t seems to me that the contract was in 
respect of work to be done by welght and 
therefore fs within the meantng of the seo- 
tlon. Under tho ejusdem generis rule the 
defo, has, however, founded a strong agree- 
ment. By subseo, 2 the term trade Is 
defined and Is given a broad {nterprotation 
aud such contracts and dealings referred to 
in sec. 21. Sub. seo, 4 ib is sald covers 
defo.’s case ; the term “‘public weigher" is 
not defined, Generally lt would be applied 
to a person appointed to welgh anything 
brought to him, In this case deft.’s con- 
tract and work was to weigh all milk be- 
longing to all pereons who were patrons of 
the factory. 1 think It wisest to hold that 
deft, does not come within the meaning of 
the term public welgher. There fs no 
penalty attached to sec, 21, 1b slmply de- 
clares that {f the work Is nob done or con- 
tract performed by use of standard welghts 
the contract shall be void. 

Seo, 26 enacts ‘‘Every person who uses 
or has in his possession for use in trade 
avy welght which Is false or unjust.” 

This weight was in the deft's. possession 
produced by him to Inspector, made by him 
froma plece of lead by hammering and 
whittling and placed on the scales and used 
by him in wolghing. Thore {fs no evidence 
that any other person had any property in 
the welght other than deft. [b did not 
belong to Mr. McCargar’s scale. It was 
ased thereon by deft. without McOargar’s 
knowledge.

The Premier Takes a Haud in the North 
Bruce Triangular Fight,

ing in the Koller Rink. 

dir Oliver after a review of the legislation 
enacted by his Government the last 22 
years dealt at some length with the Pat- 
rons of Industry. Ho read extracts from 
their oflicial organ to the effect thut it was 
the duty of Patrons to support the nominee 
of the majority of patrons. This did not 
give as much liberty to voters as was to be 
fouad in the two historic parties, He could 
not see what reason could be given for the 
majority of Patrons, thus binding the rest. 

He wanted reciprocity with the United 
States it it could be had, he wanted a 
revyonuo tariff and he wished to see the 
Senate abolished if it could not be re 
formed. 


Passing on, he referred to the amount of 
legislation enacted by the Reform Govern- 
ment for the improvement and advancement 
of the farmers’ interests For drainage 
purposes they had, during his Premioiship, 
let out upwarda of $1,000,000 to farmers at 
1 low rate of interest, and in 1892 nearly 
2220,000 were spent specially in farmers’ 
interests over and above what they derived 
from tne general good 

Though all the members were Patrons,no- 
thing mere could be done, (Loud applause.) 
Daring his Premiorship over $2,500,000 
were expended in the farmers’ interest 

Ho took up the first and second sections 
of tho Patrons’ platform. They bore the 
same date, but the second edition dropped 
the retorma which were to be agitated for 
trom the Dominion House of Commons. This 
showed that some Tory was at the elbow of 
revisiog arm. [Hear, hear.] He could not 
see anything io the Patron platform which 
should induce Keformers to leave their old 
friends.

It was 
a letter in which Thomas Carlyle ex- 
presses the tortures of his own mind 
while relaxing his faith in Christianity, 
while at the same time, he expresses his 
admiration for Dr. Chalmers, and in 
which Carlyle wishes that he had the 
same faith that the great Scotch minis- 
ter evidently exercised, Nothing that 
Tuomas Carlyle ever wrote in ‘Sartor 
Resartus,” or the ‘French Revolution,” 
or his “Life of Cromwell,” or his im- 
mortal ‘‘Essays,” had in it more won- 
drous power than that letter which be- 
wailed his own doubts and extrolled the 
strong faith of another. I made an ex- 
act copy of that letter, with the under- 


} standing it should not be published until 


after the death of Thos. Carlyle ,but, re- 
turning to my hotel in Edinburgh,I felt 
uneasy lest somehow that letier should 
get out of my possession and be publish- 
ed before its time. Sol took it back to 
the person by whose permission I had 
copied it, All reasons for its pevacy 
baving vavisbed, | wish it might be pub- 
lished. 

Perhaps this sermon finding its way 
into a Scottish home may suggest its 
printing, for that letter shows ore

Itis an offence 
to grammatical construction, But that 
dash putin by the typesetters 15 might- 
ily suggestive, “If thou wilt forgive 
their sin (then comes the dash)—; ‘‘and 
if not, blot me, I pray thee, out of thy 
book.” Some of the most earnest pray- 
ers ever uttered could not be parsed, and 
were poor specimens of language, They 
halted, they broke down, they passed 
into sobs of groans or silence 
God cares nothing for the syntax of 
prayors, nothing forthe rhetoric of pray- 
ors. Ob, the wordless prayers! If they 
were piled up they would reach to the 
rainbow thatarches the throne of God. 
A deep sigh may mean more than a 
whole liturgy.

TRIPLE TRAGEDY AT KANKAKEE. 


Two Women shot and the Murderer Then 
Blows Out Bis Brains. 


Kankakee, Ill., Nov. 25.—Joseph D. 
Smith, aged 40, committed a double mur- 
der here yesterday, Entering the home of 
his divorced wife he engaged in an alterca- 
tion with her and threatened to kill her. 
Mrs Graybill, an elderly widow who was 
living with Mra, Smith, entered the room 
and Smith became wild in his threats, 
Mrs. Graybill became frightened and went 
to her room and secured her revolver, but 
before she could use it Smith shot both 
womcn through the heart, Both fell on the 
floor, one on top of the other, and died in- 
atantly. 

Smith then placed the rovolver to hie 
head and pulled the trigger. The ball 
struck the skull and glanced, doing but 
little injury. He then ran to his boarding 
house, nearly half o mile distant. 

Tho sheriff started to arrest him, but twe 
minutes before he arrived Smith placed the 
revolver to his right temple and blew hit 
brains out. He was formerly a merchant ir 
this city, but failed about 18 months ago. 


HE FED HIS FAMILY CATS AND DOGS. 


Horrible Tale of Squalor ina Long Island 
Family—their Life ina Ohicken-Coop. 


MasretH, L.I., Nov. 25,—Bernhard 
Behling entered a complaint yesterday with 
the Board of Health of this place against a 
family named Schilds, living in the greatest 
squalor in a chicken-house at the rear ot 
hishome. Healso said that he bolieved 
the man fed his family on the flesh of cats 
and dogs. 

On one occasion, Bebling said, a sick 
horse was killed and one ot his hind legs 
was cut off by Sohilds and taken home for 
use at the table. 

In the afternoon the town clerk, Mr. 
Robinson, Justice Scheper and Charles J. 
Schneller of the Board of Health made an 
investigation and founda little shed nine 
feet long, six feet wide and six tect high, in 
which lived « man, his wife and two child- 
ren, aged 3 and 5 years. There was no 
furniture of any kind in the place. The 
woman and children were covered with 
regs. The skins of cats and dogs were 
found in onecorner. Schilds admitted that 
he had neglected to find work and provide 
Proper support for his family. For this he 
was arrested on a warrant, Charles J. 
Schneller being the complainant. 

Schilds was oxamined before Justice 
Sobeper yesterday afternoon. The woman 
and children were placed in charge of Mr. 
Repper, Overseer of the Poor, who sent 
them all to St. Catherine's Hospital, Brook- 
lyn, ta be cared fur. At the examination 
Schilds admitted that he had ecatun doge. 
Ho pleaded guilty and was sentenced to 
five months’ hard labor in the Queen's 
County Jail.

ALTHOUGH SOCIOLOGY CONCERNS 04 
MOsT WE KNOW LITTLE AHOUT IT 


A Boolety Orgavleed Last Night Which 
Has For ita Object the Consideration 
of Soctal Probleme—Mr. Kiteble Reade 
au Introductory Paper 


A number of gentlemen met last night 
fu the Belleville Library and Inatitate 
rooms and organized o socloty for the dis- 
ourston of social probloms, oto,, which will 
bo taken up ab meetings to be held wookly 
during the long wiotor, J. J. B, Filnt, 
P.M,, was olvuciod President, W. R, Ayla: 
worth, troasarer ; Commlttoe, Ald. W. N. 
Ponton, Thos. Ritehle, W. OC. Mikel and 
J, BE, Halliwell, 

Mr. Ritchte road a sort of an Introduo- 
ductory paper on _ soclology which 
was listened to with mouoh Intorost. 
Mr. Ritchly poluted out that though the 
aabject most intimately ooncerned all, 
none perhaps recolved less attontion, Peo 
plo roated under the order of things whioh 
provalled ia organtzed svocloty, without en- 
quiry as to how, or why, things are as they 
are; thoy belloyo there ls much that Is 
wrong and out of jolud, bud ietlessly hope 
for mattors to become better of thelr own 
acoord In somo unexplained way. Mr. 
Ritchie went on to show that clvillsed so- 
olety ie a growbh, an evolution, nob model- 
od or dovised after any prearranged plan, 
No system could posslbly bo dovised by 
human intelligence suited to the various 
stages of human progress, As olvilization 
progresses there will continually be arising 

difficultlos which did nob appear before, 
something unadapted to the stage arrived 
at, that retard further progress, which, 
unless romoved, may nob only arroat olvilix- 
ation, bub destroy 1b altogether, as has 
been the case repestedly In past history of 
the world, as with Assyria, Egypt, Greece 
aod Rome. In studying soolal science the 
trae method to pursue ls nob to start oud 
on a priori principles, nob to assume what 
ought to be, but we ought firat to find out 
what Is, to Investigate soclal phenomena

An Interesting Experiment. 

The Napanee Beaver states that Mr, E.J. 
Madden, proprietor of the Newburg cheese 
factory, and ono of the prinolpal buyers of 
that section, has commenced the manufac- 
ture of butter. He is experimenting fn the 
business, and after a while will conduct {it 
on a largorscale, He uses Saturday's milk, 
and has been very successful in the sale of 
the butter. He has a complete departmeat 
for butter making, equipped with the very 
latest machinery and run by steam power. 
Fearing that receipts from the sale of butter 
may not always pay expenses, ho intends to 
utilize the skim mlik by mixing ft with whole 
milk,and make what ls known as ‘‘skim milk 
cheese,’ a fairly good artlole, and can be 
sold cheap.

| Ardlamont house byshis friend Lieut. Harm 
brough. 

In the Sherifl’s Court oat Inveray tho 
case of “Scott,” the money lender, whe 
figures in the inystery and charged in con 
junction with Monson with mur 
der of Lieutenant Hambrough, was called 
There being no response, execution 
of service of indictment at Ardlamont 
House, Scott's last known residence, was 
produced by the Procurator Fiscal, who 
atated this was the firet instance in Scotland 
since the passing of tho Criminal Proceduce 
Act of 1887 where accused alleged to have 
fled from justice had been indicted. Prea- 
ent proceedings, he added, were taken with 
a viow of declaring Scott au outlaw, 

Windsor Dudley Cecil Hambrough was 
the eldest son of Mr. Dudley Hambrough 
of the Isle of Wight; be would have at- 
tained his majority early next yoar; he was 
a lieutenant in the Yorkshire regiment and 
his father is a juatice of the peace for 
Hampshire. Mr, Hambrough resides prin- 
cipally at Stockbridge. In the course of an 
interview, Hambrough’s father said he was 
introduced to Monson, bis son's guardian 
aod tutor, in June, 1890, and, being satis- 
fied with Monson’s capability, he placed his 
son under his charge. After a timo, as the 
result of various matters which came to his 
attention, Mr. Hambrough grew suspicious 
of Monson; he thought Monson wasio 
league with money-leoders. Wherever 
young Hambrough went, Monson followed, 
and he exercised so great an influence over 
his pupil that the latter simply ignored his 
own people and was led entirely by Mon- 
son. Tho father expressed the opinion that 
the tutor had some hypnotic influcnee over 
his son, Atallevents the two were in- 

aoparable, and all Mr. Hambrough’s en- 
treaties were useless to prevail upon his son 
to return home, 

Alfred Jobn Monson, the prisoner, is the 
third son of the late Rev. Thomas Monson, 
a Yorkshire rector, his mother being a 
davghter of the fifth Viscount Galway. 
Monson is in hia 34th year. His father was 
a son of the second Baron Monson and 
aranduncle of the present Lord Otenbridge, 
is married, and has three children. The 
prisoner seems to have been gontinually in 
financial difficulties and wherever he went 
he left behind him the reputation of a man 
who did not pay bis debts promptly. Mon- 
son had, moreover, passed the bankruptcy 
court some time ago, 

The third person, “Scott,” who was with 
Hambrovugh and Monson when the former 
was killed, is still at largo, and his identity 
atill remains a mystery. 

Ardiamont House, the scone of the tra: 
gody, is owned by a Maj, Lumont, who lets 
it during the shooting season. Shortly be- 
fore the date of Hambrough’s death it had 
been taken by Monson, who was residing 
thore with Hambrough and his guests. 

Before proceeding to the details of the 
murder it will be as well to relate the story 
of a boating accident, which occurred at 
Ardlamont on Aug. 9, the day before Ham- 
brough’s death. This so-called accident 
Was not taken much notice of at the time 
of the tragedy, but in the light of subse- 
quent events it was regarded as of great 
importance, and it is said that it will form 
part of the most damning evidence at the 
trial. In the afternoon in qnestion, while 
Hambrough and Monson were fishing in the 
bay in « small boat belonging to the estate, 
the boat suddenly began to fill with water, 
Hambrough, who was rowing, seeing the 
boat filling, pulled with all speed towards 
the shore; bot before reaching land the 
craft capsized, throwing the two men into 
the water, Hambrough, who could not 
swim, got upon a rock, but Monson 
struck out for the shore. He then got 
auother boat and transferred Hambrough 
to it. Instead of returning the pair again 
rowed into the bay and, curiously enough, 
the second boat sank in shallow water, and 
the two men had to wade ashoro. On the 
following morning, Aug. 10, about 7 o’clook 
Monson, Hambrough and ‘'Scotv’” started 
on the shooting expedition whioh proved so 
fatalto the young lieutenant. It is con- 
jectured that the three men struck out io 
different directions and got to a part of the 
wood which is thick with undergrowth 
Whatever happened at the time the fatal 
shot was fired can only be known to Mon- 
son and ‘'Scott.” Monson’s statement is 
that, hearing a shot, he shouted out te 
Hambrough, “What havo you got?” and, 
receiving no answer, went ona bit further 
and found the young man lyingdead. After 
lifting the body out of the ditch in which 
it was lying Monson and ‘‘Scott” returned 
to the house, Soon afterwards the remains 
were taken to Ventnor, Isle of Wight, 
where Hambrough’s parents were living, and 
were buried. 

On Aug. 27 it was decided to arrest Mon- 
son, and he was taken into custody. Mon- 
son was apparently much surprised and 
greatly shocked. The nowsot the arrest 
soon spread and caused the greatest com- 
motion. ‘The prisoner was incarcerated at 
Invernary, and after a preliminary examina- 
tion was committed to prison 

The wood where Hambrough was shot 
was carefully examined and the gravest 
suspicions of foul play were entertained. 
It was found that large insurances had 
been effected on Hambrough's life and that 
unsuccessful attempts had been made by 
Monson to obtain further insurances The 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of New 
York had issued two policies of $10,000 
each on Hambrough's life, Lt was explained 
that Monson‘s wife waa to advance £20,000 
for the purchase of Ardlamont, and in order 
to secure her the policies were to be assign 
ed to her 

Asaresultof the highly suspicious cir 
cumstances of the case, a post mortem ex 
amination was held, and it was ascertained 
that tho fatal bullets, after passing through 
the back of the head, carried away a por 
tion of the ear. Dr, Littlejohn, who made 
the examination, said that in his estima 
tion Hambrough did not meet death by his 
own carelessness In the opinion of medi 
cal oxperts the fatal shot was fired from a 
distance of mot leas than 14 paces, and the 
theory that the deceased shot himself was 
entirely disposed of Then, again, bullets

The internal revenue featares 
will not he reported until laterin the week, 
but certainly before the meeting of Con- 
gcess, Dec. 4.” 

J. M. Courtney, Canadian Deputy Mivis- 
ter of Finance, arrived in Washington 
Friday evening, snd will remain here until 
after the Tariff bill has been reported. The 
object. of his visit is to gather material for 
a report to his Government on the elfect of 
the new tari! on Canadian interests 

‘Lhe interval revenve features of the bill, 
it is understood, are still heldin ubeyance, 
but the general schedules aud the adinjuis- 
trative sections were agreed upon at a late 
hour last night after:’a final conference 
with the Secretary of the Treasury. Prior 
to this conference it had been practically 
decided to place an ad val, duty of 25 per 
cent, on eligar. 

The chairman of the committee author- 
izes the statement that the proposed tariff 
bill to be made public to-morrow provides 
for a duty of one-fourth of a cent per pound 
on refined sugar and retains raw sugar ou 
the free list. The bounty given American 
sugar producers by the MoKinley bilis to 
be reduced at the rate of one-eighth each 
year for eight years, so that at the end of 
eight years it is to cease entirely 

It is adinitted that the woolen schedule 
will he substantially as followa: All wools,

Loxpor, Nov. 27.—At the present mo 
ment Mr, Gladstone's Government is in 
more serious peril at the handa of ite sup 
porters than from the work of its avowed 
enomies, The 280 members who last week 
bearded the Lord Chancellor and were se 
verely rebuked for their pains have now a 
Aiievauce against Mr, Gladstone, The soft 
auawer which the Prime Minister gave 
them did not turo away their wrath, and 
they bave now launched a sort of snapi 
feato because be declines to hurry up tho 
Lord Chancellor in filling the mugistracy 
with Liberal wire-pullers, mere nominees of 
members, whose best qualification is that 
they are tradesmen, dissenters or of the 
right party color, 

It is aleo largely owing to supporters of 
the Government that the Parish Councils 
bill proceeded no further than to the second 
of over 70 clauses, and chat its character 
Was no altered that it now embraces prin- 
ciples entirely outside original intentions. 

The supporters of woman suffrage suc- 
ceeded in beating the Government upon one 
important point last week, and owing to 
that disaster Mr, Gladstone, who was until 
lately adecided opponent of woman suf- 
frage, 18 ow compelled to introduce » 
moasure giving married women a vote in all 
municipal clectious for school boards, 
parish councils, boards of guardians, dis- 
trict cbuncila and the entire machinery of 
local government. This opens up a prospect 
of another great reform bill in the near 
future giving to married women and spin- 
stera the right of voting in parliamentary 
elections, providing they are ratepayers 
with the same qualifications as the sterner 
sex, 

The Conservatives during recent years, 
except in isolated cases, have become con- 
verted to woman suffrage. They have 
learnt to reslize that with the extension 
of education the tendencies of woman are 
to be conservative and to act like a brake 
on the Radical coach, Their vote will, 
doubtless, be cast against the publican’s 
interests, and so offend one section of Con- 
servative supporters. But womens’ votes 
will mainly benefit the church party and 
will not support those schemes of the 
trades unionists which tend to in- 
crease the prices of domestic supplies. 
S80 great have been the changes 
effected by the introduction of thie suffrage 
question that many members, inoluding 
Mr. Chamberlain, intend to oppose these 
extensions at later stages. The poor law 
clauses were enough of adead weight to kill 
the bill without being further hampered by 
the great quostion of woman suffrage. 

Supporters of the Government may well 
be anxious. Public opinion would condemn 
the introduction of the gag, lest it might 
become an ordinary instrument of parlia- 
mentary machinery, and at this stage it 
would discredit the Government to set aside 
either the poor law or the suffrage clauses 
for separate treatment, 

Circumstances will compel the new ses- 
sion to begin in February, and it is not casy 
to see how this great measure can be dis- 
posed of before that date if the members are 
to bave any vacation. 

Mr. Chamberlain soon made bis influence 
felt upon returning to Westminster. His 
criticism on Thursday night of the Employ- 
ers’ Liability bill provokes the belief that 
if that powerful speech had been delivered 
on the second reading, Mr, McLaren's 
contracting out clause would haye been 
carried. ‘The case in favor of this amend- 
ment has been rendered so strong by rea- 
son of ngitation amoug insurance associa- 
tiovs connected with railways and other 
works that the House of Lords will most 
certsinly impose Mr. McLaren's proposals 
when the measure reaches it. Lord Salia- 
bury’s assurances to the deputation which 
waited ou lim yesterday imply this in no 
veiled terms. The feeling is strong 
throughout the country in favor of cou- 
tracting out where better conditions are 
arranged than those possible under the bill 
that the Government will find it difficult to 
make a grievance against the Lords tor 
their more accurate interpretation of the 
views of the country in this particular. It 
will be the Home Rule bill over again, The 
chief opponents of contracting out are the 
leaders of trades unions, who realize the 
loss of strength their organizations will 
suffer whero large bodies of workinen are 
associated with their employers under 

rovident and insurance arrangements. 

Vhere they exist these arrangoments give 
assistance to workmen in five-fold more 
cases than the provisions of this bill. 

The movement to which | referred Inst 
Saturday in favor of o large addition to the 
fleet grows apace. This week the demand 
has been backed up by two definite schemes, 
very similar in detail, by Lord Charles 
Beresford and Lord Alcester. Both involve 
an expenditure of nearly twenty millions 
atorling. Lord Roberts, Admiral Hoskins,

Combastion Without Smoke,

CANADIAN AND U 


5. BANKS 


N.Y, Post Contrasts the Two Systems jand 
Urges the Adoption of the (nnadian Plan 
New Youu, Nov. 27.—The Evening Post 
lee a long article on the Canadian 

anking system and says editorially: We 
commend it to all persons who are « harged 
with any responsibility in putting our sys 
tem on a new basis and making it adequate 
to the needs of the present tim« Nearly 
everybody is convinced our national bank: 
ing arrangomonts, so far ae note issues go, 
are completely behind Every: 
body knowa the system cannot stand atill 
It must be amended to correspond with 
changed conditions or it will be wired out 
altogether by somebody with little cere 
mony. 

The Canadian syatom fully meets tho re 
quirements of that country, and we see no 
reason why it would not meot our wants as 
woll, although there may be room for atill 
further improvement. 

The fundamental principle of Canadian 
bank note issues is that they are scoured by 
the bank's assets and additional Jiabil- 
ity of shareholders, and by a 5 per cent, re. 
demption fund lodged with the Government 
instead of deposit of Government bonds. 
On these easy yet absolutoly safe conditions 
banks are allowed to issue notes to the 
amount of paid-up and unimpaired capital. 
In this way the bank begins business 
with, say, $250,000 of capital. The 5 por 
cent. redemption fund takes out $12,500 to 
be deposited with the Goveroment, Then 
it may issue $250,000 of notes if the buai- 
ness community finds use for them. So ite 
eurroncy resources when it begins business 
amount to $487,500. 

Now, what is the showing under our sys: 
tem? =A bank with $250,000 paid-up capi- 
tal buys $220,000 bonds at 113, or thore- 
abouts; upon this it is entitled to $198,000 
of circulating notes (90 per cent. of its bond 
security), but must deposit 5 per cent, 
of the amount in “lawful money” in 
the trensury of the United States as re- 
demption fund. Thon it bas $188,060 to be 
applied to discount commercial paper. 

The difference in favor of the Canadian 
banks’ customers is nearly $300,000. That 
is to say, 4 community served by a bank 
can avail itself of that mach more currency 
than a community correspondingly situated 
in our country could with the same amount 
of capital, and in a financially safe way. 
It isnot necessary to count up the profits 
to the banks in the two cases, although it 
would be eusy to show that here,too,the bal- 
ance is on the Canadian side. If the Cana- 
dian system is safe, and experience proves 
that it is, the interests of the community 
are certainly better served there than here.

Ituly Warned Not te Depend Upon Lng- 
land tu Event of War. 

Rome, Nov. 27.—Signor Veccehi, an 
eminent writer on maritime subjects, has 
published o notablo pamplhiet, entitled, 
“The Danger Is Upon the Sea.” In it he 
declares that Italy cannot rely upon Eng- 
land’s interveution for her in an European 
war. England realizes too well, he thinks, 
the disaster which a naval war would bring 
to her commercial interests to give up the 
advantages of ueutrality and close the 
markets of coutinental powers to her steel 
and coal. Veccehi believes that in the event 
of war between Italy and France tho 
German fleet would remain in the Baltic. 
The Italian aud Austrian fleets, however, 
would not suffice to defend Italy’s shores. 
Therefore it would be better to reduce ex- 
penditure for the army and increase the 
navy at the same time, establishing o great 
nayal station at Prapiano on the west coast 
of Sicily. Veccehi in his pamphlet has made 
a considerable stir, as itis believed to have 
been inspired from high quarters. 


Killed on tte Firat Trip, 

Pertu Ampoy, N.J., Nov. 27.—The 
Pennsylvania market freight trom Jersey 
City bound south on the Central Railroad 
collided with a Lebigh coal train at the 
Washington-strect crossing in this city at 
2.30 a.m, yesterday and Engineer Malloy of 
the Lehigh train was killed. It was his 
first trip over the Lehigh road. He had 
been out of work for six months and had 
taken the place of one of the strikers.

multitudious constilutions, but with one 
form of government; by the 
ple and for the people. The Eng- 
lish-speaking world is far more a real 
entity with far more solidity, fur more 
cohesion, than the nations which live in 
peace in British Iudia, bécause the British 
Government keeps the peace. Lhe strength- 
ening of the ties which shall biud the 
English speaking world together constitute 
the most important subject before us, 

“From the horizon of London the joining 
of the British Empire and the American 
Republic in one political unity is 
one of the greatest objects for any politician 
or statesman@to work for, or any patriot 
to pray for, There may be no way of un- 
doing the mistake of that modern Jeroboain, 
George IIL., but it is the destiny of Canada 
decide whether the British and the 
United States shall be friends or foes. 
Cunada is the pivot state. Canada holds 
the pass. No, I will not say foes, because 
even ina nightmare I have nover dreaiwned 
of the two being foes. But it depends 
upon Canada whether the two 
nutions shall continue jealous, unkind 
aud nagging veighbors or cordial. frieuds 
and allies, The future hope of the world 
depends on the answer you will give, You 
are the man on horseback; we take a back 
seat, The simple question of politics sinks 
into insignificance in the great world-wide 
problem of the race; Is Canuda to use her 
voice for peace or for war? It rests with 
you whether you shall be an angel of peace 
to unite tho English-speaking world iu one 
whole or another ‘Tadinus sowing dragons’ 
teeth from which will spring up armed men, 

**) want you to be, first of all, Canadians, 
I don’t want you to sacrifice your Canadian 
nationality and Canadian future to either 
Scotland, Ireland, Englund or Wales. Look 
at (ie matter as a nation which has come 
into existence and js likely to stay. But 
we look upon you as the power through 
which we must look to the United States, 
Iu covering the trenches shall we havea 
gvod, hearty, bealthy helping from you, or 
shall you oppose and trip us 
down? If you do we cannot accomplish 
anything, It is we who follow; you who 
lead, You now drag us at your churiot 
wheels. 

“Thore is only one dabger to British 
connection that I see at present: If any 
party —heaven forbid you should have any 
such party—should degrade the old flag in 
the mud in order to carry au election, It 
is little short of treason to charge any 
party with i ed toa flag which they 
inay have to shed their blood in defending,’ 

The speaker devoted considerable 
to expounding the doctrine of free trade. 
He would like to have secon free trade 
existent throughout the whole British 
Empire, Bat call it fate, destiny, provi 
desce, what you will, pearly all the 
colonies maintain tariffs hostile to the 
Mother Country.

Never were the general offices and Wind- 
sor Station of the Canadiau Pacific Ruil- 
way so quickly and so completely emptied. 
Mr, C. W. Spencer said he was sttivg in 
his private office engaged in conversation. 
When the shock came le thought 
an engine had exploded in the train 
shed below. Everybody took the hintin a 
moment, the balls and stairs were blocked 
with escaping clerks, and out they rushed 
to the street bareheaded and badly fright- 
ened. A numbar of carters’ horses stand- 
ing across the street took fright and ran 
away up the street. Mr. Spencer ut once 
ordered his telegraph operators all 
along the line to report the tine at which 
they felt the shook. Quebes reported that 
they felt it at 11.27 o'clock, 20 minutes 
before 1t was noticed in Montreal, and 
Buckingham, near Ottawa, reported it 15 
minutes afterwards. 

The earthquake caused the utmost con- 

Afusion in the court house. Everyone 
thought the building was collapsing. ‘The 
trial of Maloney etal for keeping a 
gambling house “was in progress at 
the Court of Queen’s Bench, when 
the proceedings wore interrupted hy 
a terrific rumbling, which increased ih 
force notil it seemed as if the whole build- 
ing was giving way. The floor trembled, 
windows rattled and massive iren pillars 
sliook, 

A panic ensued, thesspectators rushed 
to a narrow doorway afl were jammed to- 
gether so tightly that scarcely any could get 
out. Judge Wurtele left the beich and 
the jurors followed the crowd who were 
not sworn intheir mad rush to the head of 
Uhe staircase. There they were joined by 
those coming from the flat above, but be- 
fore they reached the street the earthquake 
was over, 

A prisoner, R. D. Greet, who was in the 
dock awaiting trial, was left alone because 
the guards had fled. The door was open, 
so he joined the stampede. When hie 
reached the street he made no effort to 
escape, and wheu the excitement had 
abated somewhat he was takon back to the 
court, 

Judge Wurtelo returoed 
diately to the bench and the jurora reluc- 
tantly returned to their seats, Those wh» 
had no business in the court house, however, 
remained out of it, for they could not dis- 
abuse their minds of the idea that the noise 
Was connected in some way With the build- 
ing. As no definite information could then 
be obtained as to the cause, the judge sus- 
pended the court for ten minutes, Similar 
acovles were cuacted in other public places, 
but nobody Was injured. 

In the Montreal Board of Trade and Corn 
Exchange building people were so alaimed 
over the rocking of the structure that they 
cleared out in the streets, In the narrow 
atreets like St. Francois Xavier peorle rush- 
ed out looking up fearfully, as’ though ex 
pecting the stone walls to fell on them, It 
was the worst shaking up Montreal has had 
for many a day. 

Reports received from Varennes, Ver- 
cheres, Boucherville, St. Annes and Pointe 
Claire stute that the shock was distinctly 
felt in all places to a greater or less extent.

even groator If you deduoc) the maintenance, 
which would amount to about$80 per year, 
which would leave a profit of $18.15 on the 
$18 cow, which would pay for Itself {In one 
yesr and In 1892 » profit of $7 1 12 on the 
$50, which would take nearly seven years 
to pay ‘or herself. 

If this ls the only {netance you can glve 
of our present prosperity as compared to 
that bafore the N.P., then I hope we will 
soon be dellvered from 1b. 

You may be a good authority on Colon- 
{zatlon Companies, Bllnd shares, eto,, and 
the “‘Inflaence” necetaary to procure them, 
bub mortgages on farms car not be paid by 
the same process, but I am afrald as an 
authority on farming you are a little off. 

Now, Sir, I will close my letter by say- 
{ng that if you would extend the same 
courtesy to the farmer as you do to others 
and which you would like to recelve, no 
doubt, from them it would be better for all 
concerned, and If you will give them the 
credit of knowlug something of tholr own 
calling and possosslog a fair amount of Ia- 
telligence, you will change somewhat, at

A brief recapitulation of the 
changes of the several schedules in here 
givon from the words of Chairman Wilson 

In the chemical achedule we bave trans 
forred to the freo list quite a numberof arti 
cles used in manufacturing, the most im 
portant of which is sulphuric acid, ono of 
the corner stones of all chemical industry, 
The duty on castor oil is reduced from 85 to 
35 per gallon, and the duty on linseed oil, 
which was secretly raised to 32 cents by 
the Conference Cominittes on the Mo- 
Kinley bill after each house had openly 
voled a lower duty, we put at 15 cents 
a gallon. Pig lead being reduced from two 
to one cont a pound, lead paints are cor- 
respondingly reduced. The McKinley bill 
increased the duty on opium, The duty 
proposed is believed to bo collectable, and 
will put the traftio under Government con 
trol and supervision, 

Iu the pottery schedule, substanti 1 re- 
ductions are made, | Plain white ware is 
dropped from the high sohedule in which it 
mysteriously crowded itself. Decoraced 
ware is reduced from 60 to 45 per cent, 
Undecorated from 55 to 40, 

In common window glass, where close 
combinations bave kept up the price to con- 
sumers under the shelter of dutics averaging 
ahuodred per cent., areduction of more 
than half has been made in all the large 
sizes. There is no doubt these rates will 
perms a healthy growth of the industry 

ore. 

In plate glass reductions are made, the 
largest sizes trom 50 conts to 30 cents per 
square foot; of silvered from 6 to 35 cents, 

Pig iron was reduced from $6.72 per ton, 
which is from 50 to 90 per cent,, to 4 uni 
form duty of 224 per cent., arate somewhat 
higher in proportion than the restof the 
schedule, because of cheap freight rates on 
foreign pig, it being a favorite treight on 
westward voyages. 

Tin plates are reduced to 40 per cent., a 
little more than one-half uf the McKinley 
rate. This“is a revenue duty and at the 
samo time enough to permit any existing 
mille to live and flourish. 

Cheaper grades of pocket cutlery are 35 
per cent., higher grades 45, Table cutlery 
is put at 35 per cent. ‘These are very sub- 
stantial reductions from present rates, 
which, being specific, reach in some rates of 
pocket cutlery as high as 90 per cent., but 
with release on taxes on raw material, es- 
pecially on pearl and ivory for handles, 
scoms ample. Both copper ore and pig 
copper are made free, we beiug large ex- 
porters of the latter, and duty serving only 
toenable producer to eell higher to our 
people than foreigners. 

Nickel is free. Lead ore has asmall duty 
of 15 per cent, Pig lead one cent a pound. 
Silver lead ore is restored to free list. 

Unmanufactured lumber is free, mana- 
factured is put at 25c. with the proviso 
thatit any export duties are charged on 
foreign lumber it shall be admitted only at 
rates now charged. 

Steel raila we reduce from 13.44 per ton, 
now 75 per cent., to 25 per cent. As the 
pool which has kept up prices so many 
yoars in this country scems now disorgan- 
ized, the other producers will soon need 
propeation more against Mr, Carnegie of 

ittsburg and Mr. Stirling at Chicago than 
against foreign producors. 

Tho residue of the schedules vary from 25 
to 30 per cent., wood screws being put at 
the latter figure. Beams and girders are 35 
per cent, shall be admitted only at ratcs 
now existing. 

Sugar has been a difficult subject to deal 
with. Raw sugar was transferred to free 
liat by the Mok inley bill because nearly all 
the taxes paid on it went to the public 
treasury. A strong desire amovg some 
members was to put an ad valorem duty of 
20 or 25 per cent, and to abolish bounty at 
once, It was decided to reduce by one-half 
the duty on refined sugar and to repeal the 
bounty one-eighth each year, leaving raw 
apger untaxed, as at present. 

n the tobacco schedule those rates were 
sought which would bring most revenuo, 
The presont taxes of $2 and $2.75 a pound 
on wrapper leaf tobacco have blotted out 
many small establishments and actually 
impaired revenue, emake the rates $1 
and $1.25 por pound on wrapper leaf, and 
35 cents and 50 cents per pound on filler 
tobacco, unstemmed and stemmed in cach, 
Manufactures of tobacco are put at 40 
cents. Cigars are reduced from $4.50 per 
pound and 25 centsad valorem to $3 per 
pound and 25 per cent., which is belioved to 
be # n.ost productive revenue rate and 
higher than the law of 1883. 

Live animals are put at 20 

Barley is reduced from 30c, per bushel to 
20 pe cent., which is about 12c. Bread 
stuffs, of which woe are immense exporters, 
aro made free, except when imported from 
countries putting duties on our like pro- 
ducts, in which case the duty is 20 per 
cent. 

Fresh vegetables, fruit, oggs 
tood products are untaxed 

Salt in bulk is free, In packages 
salt is freo, but the covering dutiable at 
rates presoribed for like articles 

The tariff on spirits is put at double the 
international revenun rates ou live spirits, 
and some slight reductions are made on sull

— SANOTIFIOCATION, 


Synopsis of av Able Address by Rev. Robert 
Wallace, Bofore the Ministerial Asso- 
olation. 


The Ministerial Association In yesterday's 
session, was chiefly occupied in the diacua- 
sion of the subject of Sanctification, which 
was introduced at the preceding session by 
Rey. R. Wallace, The discussion began 
with a thoughtful address by Rey. 8. Sing, 
and a number of those present took part, 
A pleasing feature of these discussions is a 
broad consensus of opinion on the points 
that are considered vital, while there are 
differences {n non-essentlals. The following 
is a brief synopals of Mr. Wallace's address : 

Sanctification {a a subject that should be 
of the deepest interest to every Christian, 
inasmuch as {b covers, and has to do with 
every part of his life after conversion. 

Obristians are feeble and unable to serve 
the Saviour as they might and should, be- 
cause they are satistied with mere conver- 
salon; they make little or no progress in 
the divine life; they do not grow in grace 
and go on from strength to strength, Like 
Lazarus they are alive, but bound about by 
things that hinder thelr spiritual freedom 
and development. 

Sanotlfy is used In two senses in tho 
word of God. In the Old Testament, gen- 
erally speaking, {t means to set aparb from 
a common to a sacred use, to devote to the 
service of God. The firet fnstance in which 
ib fs used in the Bible is Gen, um :3, “God 
blessed the seventh day and sanctified it.” 
The day was cet apart for the service and 
worship of God. 

It is ased fo the same sense of the peo- 
ple of Israel, of the tabernacle and its 
furniture, of the Priests and Lovites, eto. 
In the New Testament, sanctify Is genor- 
ally used in the second aspect of its mean- 
ing: to make clean, physically and morally. 
Applied to Oliriatlans we use {b In both 
senses, we are aed apart, devoted to the 
service of God; bub we are also cleansed by 
the blood, and parified by the water of the 
Word, applied by the Holy Spirit to our 
hearts and cousclences, 

Sanotification begins In jastiticoatlon bub 
{fs nob the sane. Justification refers to a 
change of state, from condemnation, to 
being judicially acoepted by God; In tb we 
recelve a title to Heaven, by sanctification 
we are made meet for Heaven. Juatlfi- 
cation {s an instantaneous change of state 
in converslon. Sanotification is a gradual 
growth of personal character, showing it- 
self in the mortihoatfon of ain in word, 
thought, desire and action and the oulti- 
vation of practical holiness in the same 
spheres,

MoKinley Attacks the Mlil 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Novy, 29,—Governor 
William McKinley arcived in the city last 
bight, 

Governor McKinley was asked his views 
of the new Wilson Tariff bill. He said 
he had not had an opportunity to give the 
bill careful study. He was not, therefore, 
prepared to go into a discussion of the mea- 
sure. 

Ho considered the billasa whole, how- 
ever, A very sweeping one, including as it 
did inthe free list such important articles 
as coal, wool, iron ore, lumber and aalt. 
The averago rate of duty was also largely 
reduced, the new measure making it be- 
tweon 30 and 40 per cont. 

The most radioal change the Governor 
had noted was the doing away entirely 
with specific duties und changing the plan 
of collection to ad yalorem duties. The 

lan of ad valorem duties was one that had 

een condemned by all administrations, 
Under it tho duties were based on valuation 
of goods made by the foreign soller, aud this 
opportunity opened wide the door to the 
rankest kind ot fraud against this Govern- 
ment, 

Henry Clay once said that if he could fix 
the valuation of goods the duty could be 
made to please the makers. The late Mr. 
Manning, Seeretary of the Treasury under 
Mr, Cleveland's frat Administration, (had 
made a careful review of the whole subject 
of collection of duties, which on paper 
would make very interesting reading just 
now. In that review the system of ad 
valorem duties was strongly condemned. 

The entire bill, Mr, McKinley said, was 
in the general direction of the Democratio 
platform, in which notice had been given 
that no heed would bo paid to the pleasures 
and necessities of domestic industries. 

In regard to the probability of its passing 
Congress in its present shape, Governor 
MoKinley had no idea, but he sincerely 
hoped that it would not, 

ts effect on business he could not fore- 
tell, other than to say that manufacturers 
would now be able to begin preparations 
to moet it if it should become u law. 

He had no idea it would ineot the ap- 
proval of the country, or even of the great 
majority of the Democratic party.

government and good-will of other nations, 
She must be in such a condition that 
whatever happened she should always be 
able to depend upon her own fleet and her 
own strong arms. ([Cheors,) It ought not 
to be imagined that England’s position 
was absolutely seoure, As a matter of 
fact her navy was far below the point en- 
suring absolute confidence, 

He pictured the effect of an unforeseen 
combination securing possession of St, 
George's Channel, The calamity resulting 
to English commerce would not be recov: 
erod from for generations. Ho drew this 
picture without any purpose to alarm the 
people. In view of such facts it was with 
a feeling of deep dismay that he saw the 
Government wasting all its force on mea- 
sures which nobody heard of 10 years ago, 
aod the importance of which was only a 
fiction of the imagination. 

The political situation was, he did not 
doubt, one of groat complexity, but regard- 
ing the Parish Counoila franchise he had 
never heard of any movement of the rural 

opulation showing that they desired it. 
The only construction he could place on the 
action of the Government was that they de- 
sired to obtain the opinion of the eiectors, 
not upon Home Rule, but upon half a dozen 
measures of different kinds at the same 
time. That being the case, he hoped the 
House of Lords would consider them all in 
the same line, : 

The House of Lords had already virtually 
anid; ‘‘Wo believe the English people are 
against Home Rule, and until you obtain 
the approval of the country you will not 
overcome the resistauce of the House of 
Lords.” 

In concluding the speaker said that the 
country was in as much danger of being 
surprised as in being opeuly overcome, The 
cause of the integrity of the Empire had not 
yet been won, It behooved them, there 
fore, to be constantly on the alert lest Glad 
stone,seekiog to fulfil his numerous pledges, 
succeeded in wresting from Parliament his 
will, 
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BURNED TO A CRISP. 


Horrible Death of Vio, | almes at the 
Kipngstop Gos \\ orks, 

Kinaston, Noy, 29.—An employe of the 
Kingston Gas Worksnamed William Haines 
was burned to doath at the works yesterday 
morning about 11.45 o'clock. He was at 
work bricking ina super-heater, aud hal 
been engaged during the whole of yester- 
day at the same job. The heater had been 
thoroughly sired for some days before the 
work was started to get the gas out of it. 

Mr, Haines used a candle to enable him 
to seo to Iny the bricks inside the heater, 
and Patrick Hart was assisting him on the 
outside by handing in the bricks. 

Haines bad almost completed bis work 
and was nearing the opening when sudden- 
ly flames ahot out into Hart's face and away 
up the flue. Nota sound was made by 
Haines. Hart ranfor the hose, shouting 
that his comrade was being burned to 
death, 

The water was immediately turned on 
and a stream was directed into the heater, 
lut by the time the flames bad been ex- 
tinguished Haines had been burued to a 
crisp. His body was brought outas 2oon as 
possiblo and was tenderly laid on a bench, 
but life was extinct. 

Thete was some scot sticking to the sides 
of the flue and o little oil mixed with it. 
This doubtleas took fire trom Haines’ 
candle and thus brought about his terrible 
death. It was about 10 minutes after the 
fire was discovered when he was brought 
out, 

His father and mother are both living at 
Newburg, He was only 33 years of age,

Upon the close of the debate on the 
Parish Councils bill Mr. Buxton announced 
the receipt by the Colonial Office of infor.

tered Company which enabled him to give 
Mr. Henry Labouchere the promised 
answer to his recent inquirios, The Chac- 
tered Company's despatch tells of the hor. 
rible mutilations practised by the Matabeles 
upon the Mashonas. The latter, 
non-combatants in the Shangani fight, wore 

urposely attacked by the Matabclos, who 
Biited many women and children recently 
released from slavery, The Matabeles cut 
off the breasts of many women and hacked 
and speared the children. Some of the 
women were terribly wounded, and are 
atill in the hospital, 

The Chartered Company explicitly denied 
the assertion that the Muashonas wore 
allowod to kill the Matabeles who were 
wouned during the fighting. All the lat- 
ter who were left on the field were convey- 
ed to the British Laagers and there given 
the same treatmont os was givon tho 
wounded of the company's forces, 

Mr. Labouchere demanded further intor- 
mation uponthe subject, butthis Mr. Buxton 
declined to furnish unless Mr. Labouchere 
would produce evidence supporting the 
churges he had made. Right Hon, Sic 
James Fergusson, Conservative momber for 
the northeast divison of Manchester, hotly 
protested against Mr, Labouchere’s mnuking

KILLED BY IRISH DYNAMITERS 


Patrick Keid Had Kaowledge Thet I 
Waa fenred ife Would Divulxe, 


Dupuy, Nov, 29.—Three men fouglit 
lust evening in a lonely street ucar Cardill- 
lane, the Liffey. One of them drew a re- 
volver and fired. His companion, afterwards 
identified as Patrick Rui, a bricklayer, fell 
dead with o bullet in his heart. 

Tne other men ran and escaped. 

Reid was arrosted yesterday with Sheri- 
dan on suspicion of being connected with 
the recent dynamite explosion here, but 
he was released owing to lack otf positive 
evidence, 

The general belief is that the gang an- 
swerable for the explosion feared that Reid 
might divolge their secrets, 

The police guards have been doubled 
throughout!tho city. Orders have been tele- 
graphed to the police of all Irish and Eng- 
lah ports to watch for suspecta, 

The police hope to sliortly clear up the 
affair of the murder, Yesterday they 
arrested John Mearnes, an unemployed 
grocer’s assistant, on suspicion that he sliot 
and killed Reid. 

Mearnes wus seen in Reid's compavy 
prior to the tragedy, 

A man was arrested immediately after 
tho shooting near the place. One of the 
two was the actual murderer aud the other 
his accomplice. 

The police have ascertained that Mcarnes 
left Dublin the day after the explosion 
occurred near the detective office in Kx- 
change-court, and that be returned but re- 
cently from America. The police believe 
they are on the scent of the conspiracy to 
which all the revent explosions in Dubliu 
are due, 

Several persons believed to 
knowledge of the conapiravy were oxamined 
secretly yesterduy,

NEW U.S. TREATY WITH CHINA. 


The Undrafted Mensare Will Be Fore- 
shadowed In Clevelond’s Mossnge, 

Wasuixoton, Noy. 30,—It is said’ that 
the President will treat at length iu his 
forthcoming message to Congress upon the 
relations between the United States and 
China, and will, in some measure at least, 
foreshadow the treaty which it is under- 
stood will soon be negotiated between 
Secretary Gresham and the Chinese Minis- 
ter at Washington. Itis said that this 
treaty will cover the entire ground of con- 
tention between the two governments as to 
tho rights of citizens of one country resid-

CONFERENCE. 


TAE TARIFF 

That tho tariff conforence held here will 
be produotive of good, there can be no 
doubt, Commissioners Wallace and Wood, 
after llatening to the testimony taken be- 
fore them, cannot but be Impressed with 
the fact that the yeomen and business 
men of this district are as an Intelligent s 
class men as are to bo met anywhere, (with 
the exception of Mr. J. M. Farley, who 
did not know what he had to complain of, 
and had a ‘bad quarter of an hour" {n conse- 
quence) and they would learn tha) there 
was not, in this section ab all events, that 
widespread dissatisfaction with tho tariff 
which the Grits heve alleged. On the 
centrary,the representatives of both parties 
united In favor of the agricultural schedale, 
except as to the duty on corn, concerning 
which there was the widest 


 posalble divergence of opinion, ranglog 


from abolition of the duty to an Increase In 
ft. The changes suggested were few and, 
with one or two exceptions, not of a very 
Important character. 

_ On the other hand, the representatives

Those 
who were uninjured worked heroically to 
reloase the imprisoned men and women, ond 
suceceded in many cases in doling so, Tie 
flanies spread rapidly, however, and it was 
only a short time before the hoat was so in 
tense that no one could approach the burn 
ing coaches and goods The cries 
of the dying and of the wounded, who saw 
ahorrible death staring them in the fave, 
were heartrending, and it was impossible to 
rendor them any assistance. 

A number of the members of the Chamber 
of Dopution were on the express train and 
despatches from them are arriving at the 
Chamber, reporting their safety and briefly 
describing the fearful scones attending the 
disaster, 

Full details of the accident are pot yet ut 
haud owing to the fact that the telegraph 
line is workina badly. It is impossible to 
loarn the exact number of killed, thoush it 
is stated that 20 persons lost their lives. 
Forty injured persons are reported to have 
heen rescued from the wreck. A house in 
the vicinity was thrown open to receive 
the injared, and to this temporary hospital 
they were removed. The line was blocked 
until towards noon to-day, whou the service 
Was resumed, 

Further dotaila of the accident show 
that the deaths will exceed 30, Most of 
tho killed wore emigrants on the way to 
the steamor that was th convey them 
across the ocean, It will be impossible to 
identify many of the dead, their hordes 
having been burned toacrisp. Hail the 
train was burned, but the postal wagon was 
saved,
